Re: ANNEXATION OF BURLINGTON BAY/HAMILTON HARBOUR 


The purpose of this letter and the attached report on the 
above mentioned matter which goes before the City of Hamilton's Planning 
and Development Committee on November 30, 1983, is to have the position 
of the City of Burlington in your hands well in advance of the meeting. 
The report being submitted by Alderman Brechin, Chairman of the City of 
Burlington's Planning and Development Committee, sets out clearly amd 
concisely the concerns of the City of Burlington on the matter. The City 
of Burlington considers Option B to be a reasonable solution to the 
boundary question. 


Hamilton City Council is aware that the City of Burlington 
began in 1977 to address a proposal for the annexation of Burlington 
Bay/Hamilton Harbour. In 1979, by-laws were enacted and forwarded to the 
Minister of Intergovernmental Affairs. 


On December 19, 1979, the Minister advised the City of 
Burlington that he had decided to defer the Ontario Minicipal Board 
consideration of our by-law pending further review. The then Minister, 
the Honourable Tom Wells, indicated his preference for a negotiated 
consensus between the two minicipalities on the matter, rather than 
referring it to the Ontario Municipal Board for adjudication. Over the 
past three years, staff and committees of both municipalities have met 
periodically. 


If none of us knew, or if anyone was shown a map of the 
Burlington Bay/Hamilton Harbour and were asked where the boundary line 
would be between the two minicipalities, quite likely any of us would 
probably say the centre line would appear to be the logical boundary 
line. The position of the City of Burlington is that a centre line 
boundary is not required, and any one of the three options presented 
would be a reasonable solution to our concerns, with Option B the 
preferred solution.

The purpose of this umisual step of approaching directly the 
Mayor and Council for the City of Hamilton is that since staff of both 
municipalities and conservation authorities have different points of view 
on the merits of the Burlington application, a logical decision has to be 
made by the elected Councils of both municipalities. It hardly seems a 
matter that requires adjudication by another body between two neighbours 
that have existed in harmony side-by-side for these many years. 


It is, therefore, respectfully reqested that Council for the 
City of Hamilton adopt Option B_ submitted by the City of Burlington 
which would involve the annexation of approximately 196 ha, approximately 
200 metres from the shoreline of our mnicipality.

The Transport and Environment Committee presents its TWENTY-FIRST Report for 1983 
and respectfully recommends: 


t. That: 


i. The City of Hamilton support the proposal for the amalgamation of the City 
Traffic Department with other Transportation services. 


ii. Charges for services rendered be on a pay-for-services basis. 


iii. All present employees, except By-law Enforcement Officers, be included in the 
new Department and that they remain located in City Hall. 


iv. A separate report be prepared on the reporting relationship of the City By-law 
Enforcement Officers and their integration with other City Enforeement staff. 


_ Vv. The new Department provide the appropriate liaison with other transportation 
functions such as the Hamilton Civie Airport, Parking Authority and the 
Hamilton Harbour Commission and D.A.R.T.S. 


NOTE: The background material respecting this matter is appended hereto for the 
information of Council. 


2. Ms That an extension be given in respect of specific performance for development 
of the closed portion of West Park Avenue by the Purchaser, S. J. Paikin 
Enterprises Ltd., along with his abutting lands, and, 


ii. That the condition for Said performance, which was scheduled to expire on 
September 23, 1983, be extended to July 31, 1984. 


NOTE: The said sale was closed subject to the City's right to reconveyance of the 
lands in the event that the Purchaser failed to develop same as approved 
by the Land Division Committee. 


Staff was advised by the Purchaser that the development scheme as 
authorized by the Land Division Committee proved uneconomical when 
tested in the market place. It was explained that the westerly side of the 
assembly which comprises approximately 40% of the overall property was 
isolated from the scheme because of questionable geographic 
characteristics. In limiting development to three lots, the project could 
not be marketed profitably. 


The owners‘have since subjected the lands in question to an exhaustive soil 
test analysis which reports positively on the suitability of the lands overall 
for four single family residences. The analysis was done by Trow Ltd., 
Consulting Engineers, Stoney Creek, and staff has perused their report 
with satisfaction. 


iii. 


The owners are now in a position to approach the Land Division 
Committee for a revised agreement and the extension proposed herein will 
qualify their application. 


The approval of the sale of the closed road allowance at 873 Main Street West 
measuring 38.54' x 229'/242', to 511339 Ontario Ltd. in the total amount of 
$32 557. It is shown as Parts 1 and 2 on Registered Plan 62R-6882. 


That the City Solicitor be directed to prepare a by-law for the sale of this 
portion of the unopened road allowance at 873 Main Street West pursuant to 
Sections 298 and 316 of the Municipal Act, R.S.O. 1980. 


That the City Clerk be directed to publish a Notice pursuant to Section 301 of 
the Municipal Act, of City Council's intention to pass the proposed by-law. 


NOTE: This Offer to Purchase is also conditional upon and subject to the

Purchaser or his agents obtaining a consent to the severance of the lands 
at 701-795 Main Street West on or before the closing date of this 
transaction, failing which, this Offer shall be null and void and the 
Purchaser's deposit returned in full forthwith.

Ramsbottom, Mr. G. Ward, Mr. A. Bliss and Mr. E. McKay. Mr. G. Gresko, 
secretary of the company, is their solicitor, but not a shareholder.

NOTE: The subject portion is more particularly described as: 


All and singular that certain parcel or tract of land and premises, situate, 
lying and being in the City of Hamilton, in the Regional Municipality of 
Hamilton-Wentworth, in the Province of Ontario and being composed of 
the north half of that part of Leslie (formerly Ninth) Avenue according to 
Edgemount Survey registered in the Land Registry Office for the Registry 
Division of Wentworth as Plan No. 603, the said part of Leslie Avenue 
extending from the western limit of West 35th Street to the western limit 
of the said Edgemount Survey. 


That the City's action against Hamilton Flying Club to recover $2 353.36 for 


miscellaneous debts (relating to past realty taxes on Hangar T-35, landing fees and 


gasoline and oil rebates) be settled on the basis of the City being paid $1 176.68 by 
the Club in full satisfaction of the City's claim. 


WHEREAS On May 31, 1983 in adopting Item 20 of the 10th Report of the Transport 
and Environment Committee, Council authorized the sale of the vacant lot known as 
part of 151 East 21st Street approximately 7.42 metres wide by 34.14 metres deep 


(24.34 ft. x 112 ft.) for the price of $11 000 to 456941 Ontario Limited; 


AND WHEREAS on the closing date of the sale, staff tendered the City's duly 
' executed Deed to the purchaser and requested the purchaser's certified cheque for 
the money due the City;. 


AND WHEREAS the purchaser, through his solicitor, refused to complete the 
transaction with the explanation that the purchaser did not have the necessary funds 
to proceed with the transaction, 


IT IS THEREFORE RECOMMENDED that Council inform the purchaser that because 
the purchaser has breached the Agreement of Purchase and Sale by his refusal to 
complete the purchase from the City, that the Agreement of Purchase and Sale is at 
an end and the City will retain the purchaser's $1 000 deposit and the City will claim 
its loss on the re-sale of this property, if any, in excess of the said $1 000. 


7. That Item 11 of the 5th Report of the Transport and Environment Committee which 
was adopted by City Council on February 24, 1981 be amended to reflect: 


i. "Concrete Walks and Curbs" 
ii. "Estimated cost per metre = $17" 


NOTE: On February 11, 1981, the Regional Engineering Department 
recommended to the Transport and Environment Committee: 


(a) "Concrete Walks and Curbs on Limeridge Road East (south side) from 
approximately 26m (85') east of Lawnview Drive to approximately 106m 
- (348') easterly." 


The reference is to concrete walks and curbs. However, in the 5th Report 
of the Transport and Environment Committee, adopted by City Council on 
the 24th day of February, 1981, the reference to curbs was omitted. Item 
11 of the 5th Report reads, "Concrete Walks". It is necessary that Item 11 
be amended to read, "Concrete Walks and Curbs". 


(b) "Independent Concrete Curb on Limeridge Road East (south side) from 
Upper Wentworth Street to the west leg of Leggett Crescent. 


Estimated cost per metre = $17" 


The reference in Item 11 of the 5th Report, above referred to, is to $39.50 
per metre. This latter figure is incorrect and consequently, Item 11 of the 
5th Report is required to be amended to reflect the estimated cost of $17 
per metre. :

i. The applicant's (Mr. Murray on behalf of the owner) request to discharge, at his 
own expense, the Encroachment Agreement for 55 Brant Street, Instrument 
No. 53622 N.S. date of registration 40 12 04, be approved subject to the 
satisfaction of the City Solicitor.

. NOTE: This agreement was entered into by the City of Hamiiton and the previous 


owner of 1940. Thé present owner has removed the roadway 
encumbrances, to the satisfaction of the Commissioner of Engineering, 
and it is, therefore, appropriate to discharge this agreement.

Management Ltd., owner of 172 Bay St. S. to retain:

NOTE: This company wished to expand their business base and earn additional 
revenue Selling aviation fuel. The matter has been discussed with 
Transport Canada who have no objections to their so doing. The existing 
fuel suppliers have not had such a licence with the City, but future ones 
will be required to obtain such a licence. 


This will preclude a repetition of the short fall in concession fee 
collection as experienced with Imperial Oil Company to the financial 
detriment of the City. 


The Transport and Environment Committee, at its meeting held on 1983 
November 21, was, due to a three-three tie vote, unable to agree on either an 
affirmative or negative recommendation with respect to the following and is 
herewith submitting this matter to City Council for its disposition: 


i. That all subdivisions with Engineering Schedules approved prior to 83 08 30 be 
allowed to proceed without the Developer paying for street lighting, providing 
that the Subdivision Agreements are executed prior to 84 02 28 and the 
estimated cost for City services is still reasonable. 


ii. All subdivisions with Engineering Schedules approved prior to 83 08 30, but 
where the Subdivision Agreements are not executed prior to 84 02 28, the 
Engineering Schedule shall be revised to include provisions for the Developer 
to pay for street lighting. 


NOTE: The report adopted by City Council on 83 08 30, which established new 
policy for street lighting in new subdivisions, also provided monies for 
which the City would pay for the street lighting in those subdivisions with 
previously approved Engineering Schedules, and the Developer had not 
actually proceeded with development. 


At the presént time, staff advises the Developers that they should execute 
the Subdivision Agreements within a reasonable length of time, otherwise 
the Engineering Schedules would have to be re-approved because 
estimated costs for services become outdated due to inflation.

Transportation Services have been described as the single most 
important factor in the economic viability of the City of Hamilton. 
The massive expenditures on transportation infrastructure now in 
progress or contemplated will have a significant effect on the status 
of the City of Hamilton within a larger area of influence that extends 
beyond the borders of the City of Hamilton. 


The various components of the transportation system are currently 


administered by a variety of municipal departments and public agencies. 


The list includes Transit, Traffic, Airport, Parking Authority 


Harbour and Darts. The need for co-ordination becomes obvious 

when one considers an issue such as the location of the GO-ALRT 
Terminal, the need for additonal parking, the terminus for the 

H.S.R. and the question of charter bus parking for cultural and 
athletic events in Hamilton. 


The Region has submitted the attached proposal for the consolidation 
of Transportation Services to all municipalities including the 

City of Hamilton. The proposal has been endorsed by all municipalit- 
ies, except Dundas which did not comment on the proposal. The 
Region isawaiting the response from the City of Hamilton on this 
issue. 


The City has not filled the vacancy of Traffic Commissioner; and 

the Region has two vacancies in the Engineering Department and in 

the Transit Department that have not been filled pending a decision 
on this matter. The preparation of the 1984 Budgets are dependent 
on a decision on this matter effective 1984 January 01. Without 

a consolidation of services the current wacancies will have to be 
filled and cost savings will not be available for consideration 

by the Transport and Environment Committee and the Finance Committee. 
The cost savings estimated are approximately $250,000 per annum 

(see Exhibit A). 


As indicated in the recommendations, the By-law Enforcement function 
which currently reports to the Traffic Department will have to be 
shifted to another Department that currently enforces City By-laws, 
such as the Building Department. 


Unlike previous amalgamations of departmental functions, such as 
Engineering, there will not be any redundancies of staff created 
by this proposal. All current City employees will be accommodated 
within the new Transportation Department. The current staff 
will remain in City Hall and be available to the Transport and 
Environment Committee.

RE: Transportation Services 


Background 


A report prepared by me dated April 30th, 1982, (copy 
attached) was considered by your Committee at its 
regular meeting of May I2th. The report set out 

certain proposals with respect to the consolidation 

of transportation functions into one administrative 
department. Item 5 of your Committee's Report was 
adopted by Regional Council on May 18th, 1982 as follows: 


"That the Co-ordinator be authorized to 

prepare a detailed report on the concepts 

of the consolidation of all transportation 
services.” € 


Since that time there have been numerous meetings and 
discussions with City and Regional officials and I am 
now in a position to present a report which sets out a 
recommended course of action. 


Transvortation Services - The Current Situation 


A. Traffic Department - City of Hamilton 


- traffic operations, for both the City and the Region 

- traffic signals, Hamilton, Region and Stoney Creek, 
for both operation and maintenance 

- operation and maintenance, parking, meters, pavement 
markings, and signs 

- enforcement, City and Regional traffic by-laws 

- traffic planning services (including data collection) 


B. Planning Department - Region 


- transportation planning (including a computer 
modeling service to other departments involved 
in transportation planning

- the maintenance. for the Regional Fleet 

- short-term transportation planning, including 
project planning for regional streets and Hamilton 
local streets , ; 

- administration and monitoring of the budgets of 
the Hamilton and Regional roads 


D. Transit Department - Region 


- planning and operation of a public transit system 
and the inter-urban transit system (C.C.L.) 

- this function was formerly under the jurisdiction 
of a separate commission, but is now under the 
"Transit Committee" of Council. The Department 
is in the process of integration with the 
Regional Administration 


Last fall I directed the staff to prepare a report entitled 
"A Transportation Action Plan for Hamilton-Wentworth." 

For your easy reference I attach hereto a copy of this 
report, which sets out the various transportation projects 
which are under construction or in the planning stage. 


As I have indicated in the past, improved transportation 
systems are vital to the economic growth and well-being 
of this Region. It is important, therefore, that the 
Region develop a comprehensive plan for the co-ordination 
and implementation of transportation services. 


This can best be achieved through the integration of 
various transportation functions into a Department of 
Transportation Services. 


Since the presentation of my earlier report, and following 
the direction of Council, I have discussed this praposal 
with City and Regional Officials and now wish to make 

the following. submission. 
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Transportation Services - A Proposal 


‘That a Public Transportation Department be established 
whose responsibilities would include: 


- short-term and strategic planning for the Region 
and the City - to include roads, traffic, public 
transit and public parking 


- fiscal planning of M.T.C. Subsidy Programme as it 
relates to transportation priorities and programmes 


- project planning of Regional and City street systems 


- operations of the road, traffic and public transit 
systems for the City and the Region (excluding road 
maintenance and construction, and also pa 
enforcement) 

- a study to investigate the feasibility 
of a central fleet maintenance management 
system for ;vehicles and equipment 


- liaison with other municipalities, government 
departments and agencies concerning transportation 
matters 


The Advantages 


- better co-ordination in planning and operation of 
transportation sex=vices 


- immediate staff reduction of two senior positions, 
one position being held vacant pending a decision 
on this proposal, and a second to become vacant in 
the near future. ’Two or three additional 
staff reductions as implementation proceeds, 
and a possibility se further reductions in 
the future. 


- the duplication of certain activities, including 
surveilance, monitoring, and traffic counting 
within the traffic and transit departments will 
be eliminated 


- a central management system for vehicles and equipment 
could create efficiencies, and eliminate over- paepind 
of facilities and services 


- after hours surveillance and dispatching, now 
duplicated within traffic and transit departments, 
will be eliminated 


- an integrated department will provide improved 
advisory services in reporting to the appropriate 
committees af Council and other agencies 


- it is estimated that this consolidation would 
result in an immediate saving of $250,000 
per annum 


The attached Schedule A shows the basic organization as 
proposed and the allocation of functions. 
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Transportation Committee of Council 


The consolidation of transportation services will not 
necessitate a change in the committee structure or terms 
of reference for the City of Hamilton. The Transportation 
and Environment Committee will continue to be the focal 
point for all matters dealing with the local roads system. 


At the Region this consolidation will, however, 
necessitate an alteration in the committee structure. 

It is proposed to change the name of the "Transit" 
Committee to the "Transportation Services" Committee. 
This Committee would be charged with the responsibility 
of advising Regional Council on all matters dealing with 
transportation including public transit services, 
regional road systems and traffic operations. The terms 
of reference of the committee should be altered 
accordingly. It should be noted that the official plan 
component of transportation planning would remain with 
the Planning and Development Committee. Likewise the 
maintenance, design and construction, of the road 
systems would remain with the Engineering Services Committee. 


In my earlier report I made reference to other agencies 
providing transportation services including the Civic 
Airport and Hamilton Harbour. I am not suggesting at 

this time that any proposals be made to change the 
Organization or jurisdiction of such facilities. It would 
be my intention, however, that the Transportation Services 
Department liaise with these and other agencies for 

proper co-ordination where there are matters of mutual 
interest and concern. 


As your Committee is aware, I recently made a submission 
to Council with respect to a proposal for general 
consolidation of the Region and City Administration. 

This general proposal is only at a very preliminary 

stage of consideration by the various Councils. As I 
indicated at the beginning of this submission, Regional 
Council dealt with the question of consolidated transportation 
functions some time ago and I would recommend that this 
submission be considered on its own merits. The ultimate 
decision on the proposal regarding a general consolidation 
would not impact adversely on this proposal, irrespective 
of any decision that is made.

Members of Council: 


The Parks and Recreation Committee presents its TWENTY-FIFTH. Report and 
respectfully reeommends:

The Parks and Recreation Committee at its meeting on Thursday, November 10, 
1983 was, due to a 3/3 tie vote unable to agree upon either an affirmative or 
negative recommendation with respect to the following and is herewith submitting 
same to City Council for its disposition. 


That a $12 000 budget allocation for 1984 be approved for Winterfest '84 and 
that the Special Events Advisory Committee be authorized to expend these 
funds in advance of formal approval of the 1984 Budget Estimates in order 
that arrangements for this event, which will take place February 2 to 5, 
1984, can be finalized. 


That park clean-up charges totalling $4 056.15, for the 1983 Festival of Friends 
which was held in Gage Park Augst 5, 6, and 7, 1983 be cancelled. 


NOTE: For the information of the members of the committee, this organization, 
when preparing its 1983 budget for the consideration of the Special Events 
Committee, was not aware that it would be responsible for park clean-up charges. 
The committee further wishes to advise that this organization was not responsible 
for clean-up charges in previous years, however, with the adoption of the "user pay" 
philosophy by City Council, this organization became responsible for these charges. 


Due to an oversight, this organization was not advised of this fact prior to the 
preparation of its budget. 


That City Council approve in principle the sale of an approximate one acre parcel 
of land, which forms part of the former Hamilton-Brantford radial right of way, 
located'in the town of Ancaster immediately West of the Upper Horning Road and 
Seenic Drive intersection, to Corad Development Services. 


This approval to be granted subject to the following: 

i A further review by the Hamilton Region Conversation Authority and/or the 
Ministry of Natural Resources of the impact the proposed East/West 
Expressway will have relative to access to the proposed Provincial Park. 


ii That satisfactory arrangements be made so as to maintain access over these 
lands for the "Bruce Trail". 


iii Approval of the design of the proposed roadway by the Regional 
Engineering Department. 


iv Approval of the proposed plan of subdivision by the Council of the 


Corporation of the town of Ancaster. 
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NOTE: Corad Development Services require this parcel of land for 
roadway/access purposes in connection with a proposed plan of subdivision 
involving eleven (11) residential building lots. 


That City Council make a formal request to the Board of Directors of the Hamilton 
Convention Centre for the transfer of the retractable seats, which were originally 
purchased for the Convention Centre as a capital item from the City 5 Mill Capital 
Levy for $514 000, from the Hamilton Convention Centre to the Victor K. Copps 
Trade Centre/Arena for the sum of $1 (one dollar), with the physical transfer to 
take place at a mutually acceptable date. 


NOTE: As stated in the resolution, the expenditure for retractable seats by the 
Convention Centre was $514 000 and this amount was financed from the 5 Mill 
Capital Levy of the City of Hamilton. Accordingly there are no debt charges or 
costs related to these seats in the Convention Centre current budget. 


Based on the method of the original financing, the subcommittee is of the opinion 
that the City of Hamilton should not have to reimburse the Convention Centre for 
the transfer of these seats, and, in addition, current and capital financing 
requirements of the Centre are adequately funded. 


That J. J. Barnicke Limited be retained in January 1984 at a cost not to exceed 

$5 000 to study the plans of the retail space of the Trade Centre/Arena Complex 
and the integration of this space as it relates to the Lloyd D. Jackson Square; to 
study what traffic volumes might be available to retailers; to reeommend various 
types of retailers who may be interested in the space; to recommend the amount of 
square feet which would be viable to lease; and to estimate the amount of rent a 
tenant might be able to pay and subsequently the City may be expected to receive. 


Provision for this expenditure to be made in the 1984 Budget Estimates. 


NOTE: For the information of the members of City Council, the above services are 
Phase 1 of a two phase programme, which the subcommittee requested the J. J. 
Barnicke firm to quote on. Thé second phase is the actual leasing of the retail 
space referred to. Discussion with respect to Phase 2 has been tabled pending 
receipt of the Study and further negotiations with the J. J. Barnicke firm relative 
to fees. 


(a) That the following positions for the Victor K. Cepps Trade Centre/Arena be 
established and filled as soon as possible. 


- Director of Operations 
- Director of Marketing 


(b) That the Chief Administrative Officer along with the Director of Personnel, 
the General Manager, Hamilton Convention Centre and the General 
Manager, Hamilton Place, be authorized and directed to develop proposed 
job descriptions for these two (2) positions for review by the Trade 
Centre/Arena Subcommittee following which the Personnel Committee be

requested to recommend a salary range and to undertake to advertise for 
applicants for these positions. 


(ce) That the procedure for the selection of these two positions be in accordance 
with the policy for the selection of Department Heads, as approved by City 
Council on September 14, 1982, with the following exception: 


That the Selection Committee consist of the Chairman and Vice- 
Chairman of the Personnel Committee; the Members of the Trade 
Centre/Arena Subeommittee; the Chief Administrative Officer and 
the Director of Personnel. 


NOTE: The Selection Committee relative to the hiring of 
Department Heads consists of the Chairman and Vice-Chairman of 
the Personnel Committee; the Chairman and Vice-Chairman of the 
Standing Committee to which the Department Head will be reporting; 
the Chief Administrative Officer and the Director of Personnel. 


BACKGROUND 


With a view to formulating a recommendation relative to the 
Management/Administrative Structure for the Trade Centre/Arena, members of the 
subcommittee and staff visited various Trade Centre/Arena facilities in late 
September. In this regard the committee met with the senior management 
personnel of the following facilities. 


- The Met Centre - Bloomington, Minnesota 

- St. Paul Civie Centre - St. Paul, Minnesota 

- Nassau Coliseum - Long Island, New York 

- Brendan Byrne Arena (Meadowlands), East Rutherford, New Jersey 


In addition, the committee also met with both elected and appointed 
(Municipal/County) officials responsible for the St. Paul Civie Centre and Nassau 
Coliseum. 


Since returning from the tour, the subcommittee has met in working session on four 
occasions (September 30, October 14, 28 and November 4, 1983) to review and 
discuss the matter of the Management/Administrative Structure for the facility. 


Presently staff is preparing draft organizational charts and statistics, ie total 
number of employees, estimated administrative costs, ete., on three alternative 
types of organizational structures.While the committee has not concluded its 
review relative to the overall structure, it has nevertheless concluded that 
regardless of the ultimate organizational structure, it is imperative that a Director 
of Operations and a Director of Marketing be hired immediately. 


It is most important that the Director of Operations, who will be responsible for the 
day-to-day operation of this facility be on-staff during the construction period in 
order that he will be totally familiar with all aspects of the structure. In addition, 
this individual may, by virtue of his experience and knowledge, be in a position to 
advise the committee of possible changes which should be considered and which 
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‘could now be carried out at relatively minor costs as opposed to ‘major expenses at (® 
a later date. 


With regard to the Director of Marketing, the Committee wish to stress the 
importance of lead-time in booking large conventions and trade shows and in order 
for the facility to have bookings upon completion, it is imperative that this 
individual be brought on-stream as soon as possible. 


Following for the information of the Members of City Council is a summary of 
characteristic duties for the two (2) positions being reeommended. 


DIRECTOR OF OPERATIONS 


Under the direction of the Facilities Manager, to be responsible for the operation 
and maintenance of the facilities available for various presentations such as 
sporting events, trade and theatrical shows and conventions. 


(1) To ensure the availability and useability of all facilities in a state of 
readiness adequate to the requirements of the customer/clients of the 
facility. 


(2) ° Direet foreman and supervisors necessary to operate and maintain the 
facilities. 


(3) To hire sufficient staff, on an as required basis, to minimize turn- 
around time and maximize utilization of all floor space. 


DIRECTOR OF MARKETING 


Under the direction of the Facilities Manager, to be responsible for the sales and 
promotion of entertainment facilities available for various presentations such as 
sporting events, trade and theatrical shows and conventions. 


(1) To generate revenue by ensuring the maximum utilization of available 
dates. 


(2) To co-ordinate the publicity, marketing-and sales staff of the existing 
facilities and the Regional convention promotion services. 


(3) To advertise the facilities in a manner likely to attract 
customer/clients to the facilities. 


ek oral That a Committee consisting of the following be established to review and 
make recommendations to the Parks and Recreation Committee relative to 
various aspects of the Trade Centre/Arena project including the 
Management/Administrative Structure; Policies and Procedures for the 
Operation and Marketing of the facility and an Operating Budget.

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REPORT OF THE FINANCE COMMITTEE 


To the Council of The Corporation of the City of Hamilton. 
Members of Council:- 


The Finance Committee presents its TWENTIETH Report and respectfully 
‘recommends: : 


1. (a) That the present business tax procedure be revised to allow the Collection 
Agency to arrange through its Solicitor to implement appropriate legal action as 
authorized by the City Treasurer where necessary on all business tax accounts in 
arrears which have been turned over to them for collection (after proper 
notification to taxpayers). 


(b) That in those cases where a valid dispute is filed by a debtor on a legal account, 
the account be reviewed with the City Solicitor, and where it is determined that 
the City should be involved in an action, a notice of "change of solicitor" be filed 
which would allow the City to act and obtain a judgement against the Debtor 
through the Courts. 


(ec) That when a judgment has been obtained by the City's Legal Department against 
a Debtor, the judgment be forwarded to the Collection Agency for further 
collection action. 


2. Approval of an additional sum of $59,100. for Capital Repairs and Equipment in 1983 to 
be financed from the Reserve for Capital Projects - Hamilton Convention Centre, 
Account No. 0280-46, as authorized in the 1983-87 Capital Budget, provided that the 
Board of Directors of the Hamilton Convention Centre authorize individual Capital 
Purchases. 


3. (a) With the adoption of Section 9 of the 10th Report of the Finance Committee, City 
Council, at its meeting held May 11, 1983, approved in principle the proposal by 
the Hamilton Civic Theatre Foundation to develop the former Main Library 
Building and adjacent parking lot as a Civic Theatre. In addition, City Council 
requested the Foundation to report back to the Finance Committee by November 
10, 1983 as to the status of this project. 


In this regard, representatives of the Hamilton Civic Theatre Foundation 
appeared before the Finance Committee at its meeting on November 24, 1983, 
and advised that, while considerable developments had taken place with ‘respect 
to this proposal, they are not in a position to finalize arrangements. 


The Committee was advised that formal incorporation documents for the 
organization have been registered in the name of "THEATRE 55 FOUNDATION 
OF HAMILTON INC."; an architectural firm has been retained to prepare plans 
and specifications for the project; and plans are under way to retain consultants 
to undertake a study to determine the financial viability of the project. 


- In addition, the Committee was advised that, while no formal commitment for 


funding has been received from the Federal and Provincial levels of government, 
indications are that the project will be eligible for funding from these sources.

In this regard, the Finance Committee respectfully recommends that THEATRE 
55 FOUNDATION OF HAMILTON INC., formerly known as the Hamilton Civic 
Theatre Foundation, be granted an extension to May 31, 1984 to arrange the 
necessary financing for the theatre proposal for the former Main Library Building 
and adjacent parking lot.

By County Court writ issued January 9, 1980, legal action was commenced on 
behalf of the City and Gary Vickers against Charles Kiss for damages for personal 
injuries suffered by Mr. Vickers, a City employee with the Public Works 
Department, and for expenses incurred by the City, which action was settled in 
the amount of $46,975.02 inclusive of interest and costs as approved by City 
Council at its meeting of September 27/28, 1983. After deduction of the City's

REPORT OF THE PLANNING AND DEVELOPMENT COMMITTEE 
To the Council of the Corporation of the City of Hamilton 
Members of Council: 


The Planning and Development Committee presents its TWENTYTHIRD Report 
for 1983 and respectfully reeommends: 


1. That approval be given to Zoning Application 83-57, Wesley Urban Ministries Inc., 
prospective owner, to establish modifications to the zoning regulations applicable 
to the property located at 129 Rebecca Street, as shown on the attached plan 
marked as APPENDIX "A" on the following basis:- 


(a) That the "J" (Light and Limited Heavy Industrial; ete.) Distriet regulations 
applicable to the subject lands be modified to include the following variance 
as a special requirement: 


(i) That notwithstanding the provisions of Section 16(1) of Zoning By-law 
No.6593, a "short term" care facility for the accommodation of not 
more than 32 residents shall be permitted. 


(b) That Section 18 - Supplementary Requirements and Modifications of Zoning 
By-law No.6593 applicable to the subject lands be modified to include the 
following variance as a special requirement: 


(i) That notwithstanding the provisions of Section 18.3(iv)(e) of Zoning 
By-law No.6593, off-street parking for the "drop-in" centre shall not 
be required; 


(ec) That notwithstanding the provisions of Section 18A of Zoning By-law 
No.6593, as amended by By-law 83-66, off-street parking for a "short-term" 
eare facility as set out in Table 1 of Section 1 Residential Uses, clause (1), 
and for a "place of assembly" as set out in Table 1 of Section 3 Public Uses, 
clause (c), shall not be required. 


(d) That the amending by-law be added to Section 19B of Zoning By-law No.6593 
as Schedule S-850, and that the subject land on Zoning District Map E-4 be 
notated S-850; 


(e) That the City Solicitor be directed to prepare a by-law to amend Zoning By- 
law No.6593 and Zoning District Map E-4; and 


(f) That the proposed change in zoning is in conformity with the Official Plan 
for the Hamilton Planning Area. 


Explanatory Note - The By-law will provide for a modification to the established 
"J" (Light and Limited Heavy Industrial, etc.) District regulations to permit a 
"short-term" care facility having a maximum capacity of 32 residents to be 
established in an existing building located at 129 Rebecca Street. 


In addition, the by-law will provide for a modification to the existing and proposed 
parking regulations to exempt the proposed use from requiring off-street parking 
facilities. 


(a) That approval be given to City Initiative 91-K, to amend By-law No.6593 by 
amending Schedule "A3" to By-law No.83-240 to permit the addition of an 
equipment maintenance shop to an existing industrial use (Bermingham 
Construction Limited) located at the Wellington Street Marine Terminal, on the 
following basis:

The Legislation Committee presents its TWENTYSECOND Report for 1983 and 
respectfully recommends: 


Grants

That picture-taking for bus passes for Senior Citizens 70 years of age and over not 
be proceeded with in 1984 at an estimated saving of $9,530.00 and that the provision 
of $9,530.00 be deleted from the 1984 budget estimates of the City Clerk's 
Department.

We Nave been advised by Ontario Hydro that on January 1, 
1984 our cost of power will be increased by approximately 7.8%. 


This increase to our cost of power purchased will be in 
excess of. $13,000,000.00 on our expected load in 1984. Because 
of this estimated additional cost our Commission has requested 
approval from Ontario Hydro for a retail rate increase. This 
is in accordance with and required by the Power Corporation Act. 


To cover this additional cost for power we have requested 
an overall increase of approximately 7.4% during 1984. This is 
necessary as about 90% of our total operating expense is for the 
cost of power. 


The increase will apply to accounts rendered on and after 
February 1, 1984, with the exception of bi-monthly residential 
accounts billed on and after February lst, up to and including 
February 28th which will bear one-half the regular increase for 
this month only. This exception is an endeavour to keep the 
new rates from being levied on any portion that might be considered 
1983 consumption. 


The increase to the average residential customer will be 


approximately $2.30 per month.

The Parks and Recreation Committee presents its TWENTY-SEVENTH Report and respectfully 
recommends: 


t (a) That the Corporation of the City of Hamilton as Expropriating authority apply to 
the Council of the.Corporation of the City of Hamilton as approving authority for 
approval to expropriate the lands describe in Schedule "A" attached, for re- 
development. 


(b) That the City Clerk be authorized and directed to: 


(i) Give Notice of the City's application to all owners, registered owners, and 
tenants as defined in The Expropriations Act, of the Schedule "A" Lands; 


(ii) Advertise Notice of the City's application in a newspaper as required by The 
Expropriations Act; '

NOTE: With the adoption of Item 11 of the Eighteenth Report of the Parks and 
Recreation Committee, City Council at its meeting on September 27, 1983 
authorized these expropriations to commrence in order to acquire the eleven (11) 
remaining properties needed to make up the Homeside Priority One Park Site.

REPORT TO THE PARKS AND RECREATION COMMITTEE 27th, Report .of the 
Parks & Recreation Comm. 


The main.objective of the Volunteer Mum Show Committee has been to promote the 
Annual Chrysanthemum Show at the Gage Park Greenhouses, so that it will become 
one of the major attractions of the City of Hamilton. 


The Mum Show, now entering its 64th year, has attracted thousands of visitors 
to the City of Hamilton. Recorded attendance in 1972 began at 2,000 and 

has grown between 30,000 to 40,000 in the years 1982 - 83. The Mum Show 
Committee is acutely aware of the impact on tourism and spending potential 

by .those. travelling to Hamilton to view our highly successful show. 


The opportunity to increase ‘this is tremendous for the City of Hamilton 
and it is very important this be realized as quickly as possible.......... 
- over 1000 out-of-town tourists 

- over 1000 local school children j 

and many smaller vans and buses from Senior Citizen clubs and residences. 


Bus tours come from Toronto, Stratford, Kitchener, London, Markham, Buffalo, 
U.S.A., Cannington, Iona Station, Peterborough, Alberta, Ohio, and other areas, 
unlisted through our offices. 


Locally we are visited by Hospital groups, Schools, Church groups, Historical 
Societies, Garden and Camera Clubs, Agriculture groups, Community Colleges and 
our own Hamiltonians. 


Each tour spends a day in our "Ambitious City" and visits shopping areas, restaurants 
and other points of interest, so that our Mum Show is "one stop" along the way. 
Their purchases include souveniers, postcards, and for those by car, includes--gasoline. 


The Hamilton "Old and New" theme this year for our Mum Show was tremendously 
popular, and to some also educational. So much so that some returned up to 


three times. Because of this we had a well balanced attendance of all age 


groups. This was in conjunction with the Parks Division's dazzling display 
of Mums and superb "Old and New'' theme throughout the show area, drawing praise 
from all who viewed it. 


Repeatedly, we were questioned when "other types of flower shows would be", 
reluctantly we would inform visitors we did not at this time have the facilities 
for year-round shows, but were working with great enthusiasm and interest in 
promoting plans for perhaps a re-created Crystal Palace! This was greeted with 
great interest and delight! This attractively designed and most interesting 
building would lend itself as a delightful setting for fontinuous flower shows. 


Complementing the floral displays could be a "coffee and gift shop" for sale of 
light refreshments and post cards and slides, with perhaps souveniers of 
Chrysanthemum design. This area would be staffed with volunteers. 


There has been inquiry as to the availability of a meeting place for Historical 
societies, an area for teaching basic Horticulture to local schools could be 
possible, a permanent "slide show'' of past Mum Shows and flowers could be 
incorporated, complimented with an extensive History of Gage Park. Included 
would be a complete historical background of the Crystal Palace, recorded for 
tourist information. This location for the show house would be within the 
practical and easy access to the proximity of the working area of the Greenhouses. 
Adequate parking areas could be available, bere entry within easy access from 

all entrances to the City. 
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Bus tours in the summer could spend, if desired, a complete day at the park, 
enjoy the facilities of the show house, combined with the privilege of enjoying 
the flower beds in season, and the Gage Park fountain area. 


A major problem for us at the present, because of record attendance, is the 

constant flow of visitors, which causes congestion in the narrow aisles of the 
greenhouses. We have, for some years, outgrown our facilities, and we are concerned 
about accommodating our visitors and keeping them happy in long line-ups. 


Because of a planned, major show on "China" in 1984, and similar themes in the 
future, there is a certain urgency to complete accommodation for shows Of. Chis 
caliber in a show house fitting the high standards of the floral theme and displays. 


Lack of suitable accommodation limits us in becoming more self-sufficient than we 
already are. Our attractive, colored brochure wich was.a new venture this year 
was in constant demand, which lists other tourist attractions in Hamilton and 
surrounding area. 


Therefore, it is important that we go forward as soon as possible to realize 
the construction of an adequate, fitting style of building for a permanent 
flower show. As a major tourist attraction, it has the potential of drawing 
visitors on an international scale. 


This Crystal "Flower Palace" could "sparkle in prominence" and be as renowned as 
the Bloedel Conservatory in British Columbia. 


It is very important to note at this time that construction of a permanent 
building would create employment at a time when unemployment is high, and 
provide income for many. It is interesting that the original Crystal, Palace 
was also erected in depressed times, with some doubt if financially it could 
be built, but the goal was achieved. The financial spin-offs from this once 
completed venture would be varied and gratifying.

CRYSTAL PALACE 


Hamilton had the honor of being the scene of the Fifteenth Exhibition of the 
Association, one memorable from the circumstance that it was visited by 

His Royal Highness the Prince of Wales. There is probably no site in the Province 
finer than that chosen for the "Hamilton Crystal Palace". The building is one of 
wood and glass, upon a permanent foundation. The entire area of the building is 
about 36,000 feet, the ground plan being octagonal in form, having 4 transteps. 

The Building is two stories in height; the first. story 16.feet in the clear, and the 
second 15 feet to the line of -the eaves, with an arched room of light appearance. 

At the intersection of the cross is an octagonal space 76 feet in diameter and 

54 feet to the line of the roof, this portion is also arched in a most substantial 
manner; the roof is surmounted with a cupola. The extreme height from ground 

floor to the top of the dome is 100 feet, which ts surmounted by a flag-staff 

25 feet in height. The length of the building is 171 feet by 71 feet in width, 

and contains about 24,000 feet on the ground floor. There are four galleries, 

54 feet wide by about 64 feet long with a corridor running round the centre octagon, 
connecting all the galleries; these galleries contain about 12,000 square feet; four 
spacious stairways lead from the ground floor to the galleries. The diagonals 

which form the octagon are only carried up one story, with flat tin roofs --- access 
to which can be obtained form the galleries -- affording a fine place for a promenade 
and a beautiful view of the city and bay. One of the galleries is reserved especially 
for the exhibition of fine arts -- three of its sides are close-boarded, and the 
light admitted through the roof by a lantern-light extending the whole length, the 
glass is frosted, or obscured in order to diffuse a mellow light. The whole of 


the glass throughout the building is frosted. 


All the windows have semi-circular heads, with cut trusses under the same. The whole 
of the wood-work, in the exterior as well as the interior, is planed or wrought, 
together with the cornices; these cornices are supported at intervals with fine cut 
brackets. The building is painted outside with a warm light color, or stone tint, 

in oil, and it is intended to paint the interior in fresco. The dome, covered with 
tin, renders the building picturesque, and enables it to be seen a distance of several 
miles around. The gallery flooring is dressed and laid open, and the under side of 
the galleries lined with dressed boarding to prevent the dust rising. The cost 


of the building was about $14,000.00. 


REPORT OF THE FINANCE COMMITTEE 
To the Council of the Corporation of the City of Hamilton. 


Members of City Council: 


The Finance Committee presents its TWENTYFIRST Report and respectf ully 
recommends: 


1. Approval of the terms of reference for the establishment of a Municipal Information 
Centre, as set forth in Schedule "A" attached. 


NOTE: A similar reeommendation was approved by Regional Council and the 
Hamilton Public Library Board. 


The Committee further wishes to advise that when the Regional Municipality was 
first established in 1974, it was agreed that they, together with the Local Boards, 
would utilize the Systems and Data Processing Department established by the City 
of Hamilton. While the City of Hamilton has been able to satisfy the needs of the 
prime users, the Region and Library, it is only natural with any system, as the 
organization grows the need for change arises. 


With the expansion of service and the need for additional equipment and personnel, 
the present area has become overcrowded. In fact, a report has been received from 
the Safety Officer stating that the Systems area, because of the overcrowding, could 
be hazardous to the health of the employees. 


In order to develop a systematic approach as to the future needs of the City, Region 
and Library, and to determine if a reorganization with a different reporting 
structure is required, what is known as a Municipal Information Centre Co- 
ordinating Committee (MICC), was established, responsible to the Regional Co- 
ordinator, the C.A.O. for the City, and the Chief Librarian of the Hamilton Public 
Library. 


2. Approval of the settlement of the following claims: 


(a) By County Court writ issued June 15, 1982, Ronald Tomblin commenced action 
against the City with respect to a fall he suffered on a City sidewalk on April 
26, 1982. Mr. Tomblin suffered an inversion injury to his left ankle which was 
placed in a cast for two weeks. A settlement has now been negotiated with 
his solicitor and it is recommended that his claim be settled in the amount of 
$2,000.00 inclusive of pre-judgment interest and costs. 


(b) By County Court writ issued September ll, 1980, Kenneth Jackson commenced 
action against Gordon Livingstone, Regional Municipality of Hamilton- 
Wentworth and The Corporation of the City of Hamilton for damages for 
personal injuries and property damages he suffered in a bicycle accident on the 
bicycle path which parallels Highway 102, otherwise known as 'Cootes Drive’. 


He suffered injuries to his back as well as his left knee and claimed $25,000.00 
plus interest and costs. 


As well as alleging negligence on the part of the other byeyclist, Gordon 
Livingstone, he alleged that the City and/or the Region had failed to 
adequately design, construct and maintain the bicycle path. 


The case was pre-tried by the Honourable Judge Borkovich on November 16, 
1983 and again by the Honourable Judge Sullivan on November 28, 1983, the 
day the case was called for trial. 


As a result of the pre-trials the matter has been settled with Mr. Livingstone 
contributing $5,918.75 plus $750.00 towards costs, the Region contributing 
$1,000.00 towards costs and, subject to the approval of City Council, the City 
contributing $1,500.00 inclusive of interest and costs for a total of $9,168.75 
inclusive of interest and costs. 


It is reeommended that the claim of Kenneth Jackson be settled in the amount 
of $9,168.75 inclusive of interest and costs and that the City contribute 
$1,500.00 inclusive of interest and costs towards the settlement. 


3. (a) That the City Treasurer be authorized to hire a free lance title searcher to 
assist the Treasury Department in the tax registration procedures by providing 
subsearches of titles at the Registry Office. 


(b) That a subsearch only of the properties be carried out at the time of the 
registration of the tax arrears certificate, and a full 40 year search be 
conducted after the one year redemption period has expired on those 
properties for which the tax arrears have not been paid. 


(ec) That the cost of fees and disbursements for the title searches be charged to 
account 0323-1098 which is funded, as in the past, by the defaulting taxpayers. 


4. (a) That tendering procedures be implemented to be forwarded to insurance 
earriers of long term disability plans to become effective as early in 1984 as 
possible, as recommended by K. G. Brown Associates, in view of the escalating 
premium cost for the active and retired employees' benefit plans. 


(b) That Mr. Max Morrow, Consultant for the City on our employee benefit plan 
known as Medipak be requested to arrange for the calling of tenders from 
suitable insurance carriers as soon as possible in view of increasing costs in 
this plan. 


NOTE: For the information of the members of City Council the total estimated 
increases for 1984 which has not, at this stage, been included in individual 
Departmental Budget Estimates is $709,700.00. 


5. That the $10,000.00 allocated for Interim Funding for the Provincially Funded 
Designated Property Grant Programme for 1983 be carried over to 1984. . 


NOTE: For the information of City Council, this is a clearing account and all 
monies advanced by the City plus 10% administration fee is reimbursed by the 
Province of Ontario.

The second and third choice, respectively, are the 
Solicitor's Department ($30,000.00 to $40,000.00) and Public Works ($80,000.00 to 
$100,000.00). 


Under the Municipal Action '85 Programme the City may be eligible to receive a 
subsidy of 50% of the costs to a maximum éf $50,000.00. 


Copies of the Report on Comprehensive Auditing - Phase I prepared by MacGillivray 
& Co., Chartered Accountants were’previously forwarded to the members of City 


Council.

INTERIM TERMS OF REFERENCE 


Goal/Purpose 


The main mission of the Municipal Information Centre (M.I.C.) is to 
provide cost effective information processing services to any user. This 
will include all management and operational information systems and 
require the Centre to be the custodian of the systems ensuring data 
integrity. Once established, the Centre will operate as a Service centre 
relying on users paying for services, 


Responsibilities 


(1) Maintenance of good cémmunication between the Municipal Information 
Centre and its customers, It will ensure that the respective 
management personnel are fully aware of long-range planning and of 
short-range and operational considerations which have any effect on 
the relationship between the M.I.C., its services, and its 
customers, 


(2) Review requests for new or expanded service requirements received by 
the M.I.C. which require significant resources. Assess priorities 
and make recommendations to the Management Group on the action to be 
taken on each such request. 


(3) Promote compatibility in architecture, methodology and computer 
applications among the M.I.C. customers, as appropriate, 


(4) Create task forces representing potential users of equipment, 
methods, and in particular of computer applications, to develop 
joint design criteria, 


(5) Consider on-going operational problems which may develop in the 
delivery of service by the M.I.C. to its customers. Take corrective 
action in co-operation with the M.I.C.~staff to alleviate such 
problems; refer to the Management Group if a major change is felt 
necessary. 


Municipal Information Centre Co-ordinating Committee 


Until such time as the Municipal Information Centre is established and 
operating a Management Group consisting of chief administrative officers 
of the City of Hamilton, the Region of Hamilton-Wentworth, and the 
Library will establish a Co-ordinating Committee. The main mission of 
the Co-ordinating Committee is to bring about the Centre, its inception, 
staffing and operation and initially to act as a tri-corporate systems 
priority setting body. 
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Specifically the Co-ordinating Committee will act as a steering committee for 
the review and recommmendation of the structure and financing of the proposed 
Municipal Information Centre, It will undertake the 1983-1984 Action Plan as 
chartered by the Management Group, It will also actively solicit other 
paticipants within the. Municipal Information Centre concept.

To the Council of the Corporation of the City of Hamilton 


Members of Council: 


The Planning and Development Committee presents its TWENTYFOURTH Report 


for 1983 and respectfully recommends: 


ike 


That approval be given to enter into an agreement in connection with Site Plan 
Control Application DA-83-45 by M.H.Y. Investments Limited, owner, regarding a 
shopping centre addition at No.1300 Garth Street, subject to the following: 


(a) That the approved plans be incorporated into an amending agreement to be 
registered on title as a modification to the existing agreement described as 
Instrument No.29780 L.T. on March 3, 1975; and — 


(b) That the City Solicitor proceed accordingly. 


Explanatory Note - The approved plans show the existing and the final phase of the 
shopping centre which will be registered on title. These plans supercede plans of 
DA 81-66 which were the subject of Item No.10 of the 14th Report of the Planning 
and Development Committee, adopted by City Council on June 28, 1983. 


That City Council reaffirm the Planning and Development Committee 
recommendations with respect to By-laws 83-218 and 83-219 to permit single-family 
and townhouse development on the lands on the east side of Upper Wellington Street 
and north of Limeridge Road East - Marvin Wasserman, owner. 


Explanatory Note - At its meeting held July 26-27, 1983, City Council, in approving 
Zoning Applications ZA-83-18 and ZA-83-19, adopted By-laws 83-218 and 83-219. 
Due to the numerous objections received to the subject by-laws, City Council 
referred the matter back to the Planning and Development Committee to hold a 
public meeting, which took place on November 30, 1983. 


That Zoning Application 83-58, B. Ram Construction Ltd., owner, requesting a 
change in zoning from "C" (Urban Protected Residential, ete.) District, to "DE-3" 
(Mutiple Dwellings) District, to permit the development of a three-storey, 12-unit 
apartment building on property located at No.27 Mountain Avenue, be denied for the 
following reasons: 


(a) the proposal does not fully implement the intent of certain density and 
locational policies in the Official Plan; 


(b) the proposal does not comply with the intent of the Kirkendale South 
Neighbourhood Plan; 


(e) the proposal would not be in character with the established surrounding land 
use; and 


(d) approval of the application may set an undesirable precedent for future similar 
‘applications in the area. 


4. With reference to the Normanhurst Neighbourhood Plan, Official Plan Amendments 
and rezonings

(ec) That the Neighbourhood Plan be amended according to Plan 2 attached as 
APPENDIX "D". 


Explanatory Note - These recommendations are the result of an Ontario Municipal 
Board decision to defer the Keith Zoning Buffer proposal for further review. 


With reference to the Proposed Public Walkway between Gurnett and Fessenden 
Neighbourhoods 


(a) That the Neighbourhood Plans be amended to show a 20 foot wide walkway 
connecting Fessenden and Gurnett Neighbourhoods in the area of the 40 foot 
sewer easement, as shown on Plan 1 attached hereto as APPENDIX "E" with a 
note added that an overhead pedestrian bridge replace the walkway when the 
Mountain East-West arterial road is built; and 


(b) That the Transport and Environment Committee be requested to consider the 
inclusion of funds for the construction of the walkway in the 1984 budget, and 
to take the necessary measures to acquire the property.

Committee on October 17, 1983. The matter has been discussed with the Regional

Explanatory Note - The Ministry of Municipal Affairs and Housing has requested 


Council's position on a request to refer Official Plan Amendment No.8 (permitting a 
banquet hall accommodating 1,000 persons at the south-east corner of Rymal Road 
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and Garth Street) to the Ontario Municipal Board. A review of the objection to the 
Amendment has revealed that many of the concerns can be obviated. 

That the City Solicitor be authorized to prepare a by-law to remove part-lot control

That application be made to the Region to approve the by-law removing part-lot 
control from the above-noted lands.

Plan Control. 


That approval be given to hold a public meeting to consider the passing of a by-law 
to change the following street name in accordance with Paragraph 105 of Subsection 
210 of Section 302 of the Municipal Act, R.S.O. 1980. 


From Edward Street to Solidarnose Drive 


Explanatory Note - This street name change is proposed in honour of the Polish 
Trade Union Movement. Edward Street has been selected because it is central to 
the Polish community, and with St. Stanislaus Roman Catholic Church, as well as the 
Polonia Club being located there. 


That the application by the City of Burlington to annex a portion of Hamilton 
Harbour, be denied. 


Explanatory Note - The Planning and Development Committee has examined the 
rationale, merits and implications of Burlington's annexation proposal and has 
concluded that a change to the 137 year old boundary between Hamilton and 
Burlington, which follows the north shore of the Habour, is not warranted for the

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PREFACE 
NEIGHBOURHOOD PLANNING IN THE CITY OF HAMILTON 


The Hamilton-Wentworth Region Planning and Development 
Department is responsible for the development of 
neighbourhood plans for residential neighbourhoods in the 
City of Hamilton. 


The plans consist of a map, indicating future (long-term) 
land uses for the area, as well as a text which provides 
guidelines for future public and private development... The 
Neighbourhood Plan iS approved by City Council and becomes 
City policy. Any Official Plan changes and zoning changes 
occur after the adoption of the Neighbourhood Plan. 


In order to establish guidelines, it is necessary to 
consider established trends, problems, needs and desires 
of residents of the neighbourhood. The Planning and 
Development Department works with a Citizens' Planning 
Committee comprised of residents and business people of 
the area and together they: 


1) identify problems which presently 
exist in the neighbourhood; 


i) identify the needs of the local 
residents; and 


1 isis) exchange information and ideas. 


® 


NORMANHURST NEIGHBOURHOOD PLAN 


Normanhurst Neighbourhood is an area of approximately 85 
hectares (213 acres) with a total population of 3,835 
residents (1980 Assessment). It is located three miles to 
the east of the downtown below the Escarpment. Its 
boundaries are Strathearne Avenue on the west, the C.N.R. 
Mainline Tracks on the north, Parkdale Avenue on the east, 
and Queenston Road on the south. 


The neighbourhood contains a number of areas of different 
land uses. North of Barton Street is an industrial area, 
a compact residential area, and a large’ park, Mahoney Park. 


e 
South of Barton is generally an area of single family 
homes which are well maintained and located -on large 
lots. Most homes have off-street parking. The houses 
were developed starting after 1920 with a large number 
developed during and shortly after World War II. 
Development continued in the area in the 1960's. 


Commercial uses are situated on Queenston Road and 
Parkdale Avenue, which are arterial roads. There are 
other smaller commercial areas located on Barton Street 
East, Melvin Avenue, and Main Street East. The 
Strathbarton Mall is located on the north side of Barton 
Street East. 


There are two schools in the area. Parkdale Public School 
contains grades from Kindergarten to five. Its enrollment 
has increased 4.0% in the past five years, which is 
contrary to the City's general trend of decreasing 
enrollments in public schools. Parkdale also has the 
"Doors of Friendship School", which is a community school 
set up by the Board of Education and the Ontario Ministry 
of Education. The community school is staffed by a member 
of the Board of Education. It provides programs for all 
age groups in the daytime and/or evening. A mixture of 
social, recreational, and educational programs is 
developed. The school is dependent upon participation 
from the community, especially volunteers to assist in 
using the services. 


Sir Winston Churchuill Secondary School serves grades 9. 
through 12. Its 1981 enrollment was 1,368 students, which 
is an 11.2% decline over the past five years. Attached to 
the school is a recreation centre which serves Normanhurst 
and surrounding‘ neighbourhoods by providing pool 
facilities, meeting rooms, gymnasia and programmed 
activities. 


Parkland and Open Space are ample in the area, based upon 
standards set out in the Official Plan. “At feast 2.0 
hectares/1,000 people of Neighbourhood Park and Community 
Park are recommended in the Official Plan. 


Mahoney Park and Parkdale Park have 3.7 hectares (9.1 
acres) each. The Ontario Hydro Right-of-Way bordering 
Strathearne Avenue provides a total of 2.9 hectares (7.3 
acres) of land, of which 2.1 hectares (5.2 acres) are 
vacant and could be used as Open Space/Parkland. With 9.5 
hectares (23.4 acres), Normanhurst exceeds the minimum 
requirements of the Official Plan. Mahoney Park is 
generally used for "active" recreation, such as baseball. 
Parkdale Park provides both "active" and "passive" 
recreational facilities, including tennis courts, ice 
rink, and large grass areas with many trees and picnic 
tables. : 


The Normanhurst Neighbourhood is a stable residential area 
with limited scope for change. The Neighbourhood Plan and 
Program proposes the retention-of single family homes; 
reduction in the size of commercially designated areas 
which intrude into residential areas along Melvin Street 
and Main Street East; and permitting only general industry 
in the industrial area north of Barton Street East. 


The purpose of the Plan and Program is to provide a guide 
for future redevelopment and improvement to the 
Neighbourhood. The following goals, aims, and policies 
should be considered by Council, City and Regional staff, 
other agencies, and the private sector when changes are 
proposed in the Neighbourhood. 


THE NEIGHBOURHOOD PROGRAM 


A) LAND USE 


Designation of land uses will direct future development or 
redevelopment. Normanhurst is basically a stable low 
density residential area. The designations will protect 
and preserve the generally residential nature of the area. 


GOAL 
Normanhurst will continue as a predominantly residential 
Neighbourhood providing an attractive environment in which 


to live. Any new development should not negatively affect 
existing residences. 
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OBJECTIVE 1 


The interior of the Neighbourhood will contain 


predominantly low density residential uses with higher 
densities located on the periphery, where necessary. 


POLICIES 


Existing low density residential areas, as shown on Map l, 
are to be retained. 


ACTIONS 


1. The City will maintain residential zoning as it 
presently exists in the interior of the Neighbourhood, 
except as noted in Objective 2, Policy 4. 


2. The Official Plan will be ~mended for the Melvin 
Avenue area to designate the area from "Commercial" to 
"Residential" (see Map 2 - Official Plan Amendments). 


3. The Official Plan will be amended to designate the 
area north of Barton Street East, west of Parkdale 
Avenue, east of Adeline, and south of Mahoney from 
"Industrial": to "Residential" 


4. The area on the north side of Melvin Avenue will be 
rezoned from "H" (Community Shopping and Commercial, 
cc.) 2co 76" (Urban -Protected Residential). 


OBJECTIVE 2 


To provide for different scale, type, and location of 
commercial activities. 


POUTCTAS 


1. Queenston Road and Parkdale Avenue will be the main 
Strip commercial areas in the area. 


2. A small commercial node serving essentially the 
Neighbourhood's population will be located on Melvin 
Avenue between Walter Avenue and Ivon Street. 

3. Small commercial nodes will be retained on: 


i) the north side of Main Street from Normanhurst 
Avenue to Strathearne Avenue; and 


ii) Barton Street East between Walter Avenue and 
Strathearne Avenue. 


4. Small commercial establishments with minimal 
environmental impact (i.e. small variety stores, hair 
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salons) serving the Neighbourhood's population will be 
considered on an individual basis for location within 


.the residential areas of the Neighbourhood. 4 


Expansion of commercially designated areas will* be 
allowed to permit additional parking for commercial 
areaS on Main Street, Queenston Raod, and Barton 
Street East, provided the environmental impact is 
Minimal. The parking areas are to be separated from 
the residential area by a 1.5 metre planting strip and 
closed board privacy fence. 


The Strathbarton Mall will be designated "Commercial" 
in recognition of its existing use. 


The parking area to the rear of 90 Melvin Avenue will 
be designated "Commercial" in recognition of its 
existing uSe. 


ACTIONS 


AG 


Existing commercial zoning ("H") will remain along 
Parkdale Avenue and Queenston Road. 


The Offical Plan will be amended to designate the area 
on the west side of Parkdale Avenue from "Residential" 
to "Commercial". 


The Offical Plan will be amended to deSignate the 
Strathbarton Mall as "Commercial". 


The Strathbarton Mall will be rezoned from "K" (Heavy 
Industry, etc.) to "G-1" (Designed Shopping Centre). 


The varking area to the rear of 90 Melvin Avenue will 
be rezoned from "H" (Community Shopping and 
Commercial, Gtc. tol “G-3(Pubivee Parking Locs 


OBJECTIVE 3 


TO maintain a strong general industrial base to provide 
jobs and preserve the industrial tax base. 


POLICIES 

1. The existing industrial area north of Barton Street 
East will be for general industrial uses. 

2. The general industrial area will serve as a 
transitional area. between the heavy industry north of 
the C.N.R. Tracks and the residential area south of 
Barton Street East. 

Existing uses will be permitted under the general 


industrial designation except for the scrap yard 


operation. 
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ACTION 


1. The lands north of Barton Street East, which are 
presently zoned "K" (Heavy Industry, etc.), will be 
rezoned to "J" (Light and Limited Heavy Industry, 
etc.). 


B) NEIGHBOURHOOD SERVICES 


The provision of neighbourhood services is essential to 
the well-being of residents of the neighbourhood and 
Surrounding areas. Neighbourhood services include parks, 
recreational programs, schools, and churches, 


Parkland provides opportunity for both spontaneous and 
programmed forms of recreation, for all age groups. It is 
desirable to provide parkland within walking distance of 
all residents. 


Institutional uses serve as focal points for community 
participation in a neighbourhood. 


GOAL 


A high guality of Neighbourhood services such as parks, 
recreational programs, schools and churches should be 
provided for neighbourhood residents in the future. 


OBJECTIVE 1 


To increase the amount of neighbourhood oriented 
recreational facilities. 


POLICIES 


1. Mahoney Park will be redeveloped with consideration 
given to provide additional neighbourhood oriented 
recreational facilities and landscaping. 


2. The Ontario Hydro Right-of-Way will be developed as 
Open Space, which will permit some forms of 
recreational development (i.e. pathways, playground, 
SLeting areas, etc.:). 


3. In addition to recreational uses along the Ontario 
Hydro Right-of-Way, as described in Policy 2 (above), 
abutting owners will be permitted to rent or lease 
land on the Ontario Hydro Right-of-Way for gardening 
purposes as long as it does not interfere with 
recreational development. 


4. There will be four playgrounds established in the 
neighbourhood at Parkdale Public School, Mahoney Park, 
Parkdale Park, and the Ontario Eydro Right-of-Way 
north of Britannia Avenue. 
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ACTIONS 


1. The City will lease land from Ontario Bot at a 
nominal fee plus maintenance costs. 


2. The City will consider the allocation of funds in its 
budget and apply for funds from other levels of 
government for the establishment of facilities as 
Ipsted insthes policies: 


OBJECTIVE -2 


Pathways will be established to provide attractive and 
convenient areas for walking and bicycling. 


POLICIES 


1. A pathway will be established atong the Ontario Hydro 
Right-of-Way from Main Street East to Barton Street to 
join Montgomery Park with Strathbarton Mall and the 
Hamilton Waterworks' Pipeline (which serves as an open 
Space "link" in the adjacent neighbourhood) running to 
the south-west. The pathway should not be located 
closer than 8 metres to ithe rear eiou mu nesor 
properties adjacent to the Right-of-Way. 


2. In addition to the pathway a playqroundearca,esietang 
areas, flower beds, and other "passive" recreational 
facilities will be established. 


ACTION 


l. The City will consider «the allocation vot funds sinwits 
budget and apply for funds from other levels of 
government for ‘the development of the Ontariornvdro 
Right-of-Way. 


OBJECTIVE 3 


Sir Winston Churchill Secondary School/Recreation Centre - 
and Parkdale Public School will be recongized as multi-use 
facilities and the focal point for neighbourhood 

aCEIVUt Ves. 


POLICY 


1. Neighbourhood programs and activities continue to be 
fostered and encouraged at Parkdale Public School and 
Sir Winston Churchill Secondary School/Recreation 
Centre. 


ACTIONS 


1. The City of Hamilton, through the Department of 

; Culture and Recreation, will continue their 
co-operation with the Board of Education in the 
provision of programs and facilities for community 
participation. 
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2. The Board of Education will be informed that the City 
encourages the continuance of the “Doors of 
Friendship" Community Group. 


C) TRAFFIC AND PARKING 


The traffic system of a neighbourhood operates as part of 
the overall system of the City. Consequently, not all 
local concerns can be rectified without affecting the 
City's system. However, it is desirable to maintain a 
balance between the two dependent systems to ensure that 
one does not override the other. 


GOAL 
Roads and sidewalks should previde ready and safe 


vehicular and pedestrian access throughout, the 
Neighbourhood. 


OBJECTIVE 1 


Problem intersections will be improved. 
POLICIES 
1. The following intersections be investigated: 
i) Barton and Strathearne to ensure adequate truck 
turning movements in light of Policy 1 of 
Objective 2 (below);

The Parks and Recreation Committee presents its TWENTY-EIGHTH Report and 
respectively recommends: 


ake. 


That the Hamilton Street Railway be licensed to construct and operate a temporary 
bus loop over City owned park lands located at the north-east corner of Upper 
Kenilworth and Limeridge Road East, comprising an area of approximately 7,800 
square feet subject to the following:

REPORT OF THE FINANCE COMMITTEE 
To the Corporation of the City of Hamilton. 
Members of Council: 
The Finance Committee presents its FIRST Report for 1984 and respectfully recommends: 


1. That the City of Hamilton use IATA recognized travel agents with offices in Hamilton for 
all City travel arrangements. 


NOTE: For the information of the members of Council, the committee advised that in 
those instances where a travel agent is not utilized, the applicable commissions which are 
part of the travel cost, are not received by local Hamilton businesses, therefore, the it 
feels it appropriate for the City to use IATA recognized travel agents to ensure that the 
commissions remain in Hamilton and that the best possible travel arrangements are made 
on the City's behalf. There are no additional costs to use the services of a travel agent. 


The City should, where feasible, direct travel agents to book on airlines using Hamilton 
Airport. 


2. The Finance Committee wishes to advise that the Parking Authority has decided to 
discontinue use of the former King Edward School site at the south east corner of Wilson 
and Mary Streets as a temporary Municipal Car Park. 


In this regard, the Finance Committee recommends that notwithstanding there is no 
immediate municipal use for this property, consideration not be given to disposing of this 
property at this time. 


NOTE: The committee is of the opinion that this property may be required for future 
parking purposes once the Victor K. Copps Trade Centre/Arena is complete and in 
operation. 


3. That the Mayor be authorized to request the Province of Ontario and the Government of 
Canada to extend the final date for workers to be hired and paid under the COED 
Programme and Section 38 U.I.C., to April 1st, 1985, in respect to Hotel Project(s) in 
Hamilton. 


NOTE: For the information of the members of City Council, application was made by 
Lakeview Development Ltd. and approved by the COED authorities, for a maximum 
amount of $3 900 000 under COED and Section 38 Programmes to be available for eligible 
manpower on the Hamilton Sheraton Hotel, however, the COED Programme is scheduled 
to run out in June 1984 at which time the Hotel will be less than 50% complete. In the 
ease of the proposed Pigott Building Hotel conversion, no start has yet been made. 


In view of the continuing low level of employment in the construction industry, it is 
desirable that these programmes be extended for eompletion of the projects. This request 
should not be taken as a general request for extension of the COED Programme in Ontario. 


4, (a) That the Corporation of the City of Hamilton consent to the Hamilton Municipal 
Employees' Credit, Union Limited renewing a Sub-lease Agreement with the

REPORT OF THE PLANNING AND DEVELOPMENT COMMITTEE 
To the Council of the Corporation of the City of Hamilton 


Members of Council: 


The Planning and Development Committee presents its TWENTYFIFTH Report for 
1983 and respectfully reeommends: 


1. That approval be given to Zoning Application ZA-83-64, Nethercott Chevrolet- 
Oldsmobile Limited, owner, to establish a modification to the "AA" (Agricultural) 
District regulations applicable to the lands located at the rear of No.1591 Upper 
James Street and the rear of No.49 Rymal Road East, as shown on the attached plan 
marked as APPENDIX "A" on the following basis: 


(a) That the "AA" (Agricultural) District provisions of By-law No.6593 be modified 
in accordance with Section 38 of The Planning Act, R.S.O. 1983, to permit the 
temporary use of these lands for parking of automobiles for a further three 
year period. 


(b) That the amending by-law be added to Section 19B of Zoning By-law No.6593 
as Schedule S-767a and that the subject land on Zoning District Map E-9D be 
notated S-767a.

The total number of rent geared-to- income 
units has more than doubled in the six-year 
period. Units for families increased by 883 
units, while units for seniors increased by 
2265 units. 


The 1976 Hamilton Housing Needs Study 
identified two priority groups reguiring 
assisted housing: low income families with 
three or more members and senior citizens 
living alone. In general, the needs of 
senior citizens have been met by the 
additional 2265 units provided and an 
increase in guaranteed income. 


The 1976 Council-adopted Housing Policy, 
which evolved from the Hamilton Housing 
Needs Study, recommended provision of 660 
low-income family units annually. This 
target has not been met, and, in fact, it 
has taken six years to achieve what was 
suggested in the 1976 policy statement for a 
little over one year.

The presently planned and soon to be implemented partial interchange at 
Highway 403 and Fiddler's Green Road plus the extension of Airport Road 
to join Butter Road (and thence to Fiddler's Green) will provide an interim 
solution, quite inadequate for any projected increase in the use of the 
airport, certainly by the large jet transports that it is hoped to attract. 


Provision of the four lane arterial link between a full interchange on 403 
and the extended Airport Road would make the airport attractive to a 
vastly enlarged geographical area to the north and west and confirm to 
airlines contemplating serving Hamilton that here in fact is a facility and 
area ripe for significant growth. 


That Hamilton Mountain Airshows Inc. be permitted to stage the 1984 Air Show on 
June 16th and 17th on the understanding that they recognize and accept: 


i. That Runway 06/24 is planned to be closed at that time; and 


ii. That Transport Canada has dictated that aircraft parking fees where 
applicable be collected from. all participants and visitors.and that airport 
construction may limit the amount of land available for vehicle parking. 


NOTE: 


Airport construction must take precedence over the Air Show although 
every effort will be made to delay closure of 06/24 (presently planned 

from June 1st) if it can be done without seriously interfering with the 

runway construction schedule. 


A visit to the airport by Transport Canada auditors elicited the 
information that visiting and performing aircraft at air shows must pay 
landing and parking fees if applicable. In other words, if any aircraft 
parks over six hours then a parking fee should be charged and if any 
landing aircraft is turbo-prop or pure jet then the applicable landing fee 
must be charged. 


Restriction of vehicle parking may result simply from construction being 
under way in the area normally used for that purpose.

(f) The Foundation will be responsible for interior repairs, the Hospital to be 
responsible for exterior repairs. The Hospital to provide utilities at the Lessee's 
expense.

At the east end of the city, near Confederetion Park, 
are located the original structures of Hamilton's first 
pumping stétion on the property of the region's present 
WELErWOrKS c 


Built in 1657-60, the historic waterworks, the system 
as well &s the architecture, was designed by Thomas C. Keefer, 
one of the country's most important civil engineers and @ 
ieading proponent of Canadian railroads, canals, and 
publie works projects. 


Of mejor sisnificance is thet this entire complex--the 
Pumdhouse along with its engines, flywheels and pumps, the 
boiler house, the woodshed and the chimney stack--all survived 
in excellent condition and relétively unaltered, thanks to the 
devoted enc careful stewardship of city and regional encineers. 
Today, these rotative Wolf compound beam engines are the only 
surviving, operéting beam engines in situ in North America. 

In 1982, the National Sites and Monuments Board of Parks Canada 


designated the pumping station as a “Site of National Importance”. 


In terms of industrial architecture, the waterworks dates 
from the end of Hamilton's limestone era and from the beginning 
of the region's industrial expansion. Keefer's pumphouse 
design combines the massive masonry construction of Classical 
Revivals style with the streamlined gleaming mechinery of the 
new industrial age. The interior is @ stunning and westerful 
synthesis of the two. The machinery, of English design, was 
a milestone in Canadian industrias history for it marked the 
first time that such large-scaled works were manufactured in 
this country, successfully executed by the John Gartshore 
Iron Foundry of Dundas. 


Fistorically, Feefer's weterworks represented @ wajor 
step forward in Kamiiton's evolution into a modern city 
and considerable credit is due such foresighted leaders 
&s Adem Browne In Keeping with its civic tradition, the

In 1890 to 1893, Hamilton merchant Thomas C, Watkins built the 
new premises for The Right House on Gore Park, heralding the arrival in the city of 
&@ comtemporary innovation—retail marketing on the grand scale. The Right House 
was bigger, bolder and better equipped than any of its neighbouring rowhouse stores. 
Architect William Stewart & Son had been able to translate this new merchandising 
spirit into architectural terms with considerable success and a good measure of 
Victorian flamboyance. 

In the interest of promoting its “modern” aspect, The Right House design 
employed many of the fashionable features of the day: rumming arcades, columns and 
stone arches busily articulated the street facade; contemporary pressed metal work 
provided the crowning decoration to eaves anc parapet (now gone); window openings 
contained so mich plate glass that the building was nicknamed the Crystal Palace; 
and modern converiences such as the elevator offered an added degree of comfort and 
class to shopping excursions. In terms of subsequent architectural developments, 
Watkins! building was not only the first but it is now also the last of the 
large nineteenth century department stores to survive intact in the city. As such, 
The Right House is a unique example of its kind. in Hamilton. 

That entrepreneur Watkins chose to locate on the Gore was in keeping with 
a city tradition, for the Gore was the commercial focus of Hamilton for both retail 
and wholesale businesses. Furthermore, Gore Park was a major city attraction for 
Hamiltonians at the turn of the century; ite lush mature trees, flower beds 
and graceful fountain provided a setting not only pleasant for people but also 
highly complimentary to the surrounding architecture. Then, as today, Watkins! 
store related well to the site, for its design was both harmorious and 
distinctive, and its size was scaled appropriately for people and open square. 
While the Gore streetscape has contimmed to evolve—=new buildings have replaced 61d 
and facades have changed according to fashion—the Right House has maintained 
its place of prominence. The building still serves as a major anchor block on 
the Gore, and, except for minor changes, retains its original appearance and 
vitality. 

Of particular significance are the south and east facades on the exterior 
anc the cast iron columns on the first floor of the interior.

1. That the Offer from Ranko V. Masonry & Construction Ltd. to purchase a one foot 
reserve along the southern limit of Landron Avenue described as Part 11 and Part 13 
on Reference Plan 62R-6447 for the sum of $1 be approved. 


2. That the City pay compensation to The Estate of Philip Velenosi, Owner's and 
Tenant's Interest carrying on business as Crown Motor Sales, Wilma Velenosi and 
P.V. Holdings Limited of the properties known as 355 and 357 York Street, pursuant 
to the expropriation of said properties and interests therein, on October 15, 1975, 
under instrument No. 392651 AB. The total compensation payable is $195 588.85 
plus interest and the closing of this transaction is scheduled for March 29, 1984. 
This expenditure is to be charged to account 0408-311506. 


NOTE: The subject land which contained 864m2 more or less (9 301 sq.ft.) was 
loeated on the south east and south west corners of York/Ray 
intersection. It was acquired in conjunction with the York Street 
Widening project. 


Of the total compensation indicated herein $127 550 has already been paid 
by the City.

To the Council of the Corporation of the City of Hamilton. 
Members of City Council: 


The Finance Committee presents its FOURTH Report for 1984 and respectfully 
recommends: 


1. Atits meeting on February 14, 1984, City Council referred back Item #10 of the 
Third Report of the Finance Committee which deals with Transit Programme Costs 
for 1984. 


The Committee has further reviewed this matter and now respectfully recommends: 


(a) That the 1984 transit assisted fare costs for the Group "A" persons (mentally 
and physically disabled, etc.) purchasing bus passes - $74,100 and the Group "B" 
persons (unemployed) - $256,550, for a total of $330,650, be included in the 1984 
expenditure estimates of the City of Hamilton to be included in the mill rate 
calculations for the City of Hamilton which will be set approximately April 
1984, and A 


(b) That the 1984 transit assisted fare costs for the Group "A" persons purchasing 
bus tickets - $51,300 and citizens 70 years of age and over - $2,463,300, for a 
total of $2,514,600, be authorized for inclusion in the expenditure estimates for 
the City of Hamilton in December 1984, when the mill rates for both the City 
and Region will be adjusted by an equal amount and which will be approved by 
both City and Region Councils at that time; and 


(ce) That section 8 of the Eighteenth Report of the Finance Committee which was 
adopted by City Council at its meeting October 25/26, 1983 which reads as 
follows, be rescinded: 


"8, That no action be taken on the request of Mr. H.0. Schweinbenz, Public 
Transit Manager, for the City of Hamilton to assume the costs of transit 
programmes in the City of Hamilton, in the City mill rate, as opposed to 
the Regional mill rate”. 


2. That $360,000 be provided as an allocation of the 1983 surplus of the City of 
Hamilton and that this amount be set up in a separate interest earning reserve to | 
fund annual payments to OMERS over 15 years, for OMERS Agreement No. 280 (Fire 
Department - 30 and out) amounting to $42,184 per annum, with the first payment to 
commence in February 1984. 


3. By County Court Writ of Summons issued February 13, 1981, Carmen, Calogara and 
Concetta Digati and Rose Gimaldi commenced action against Gene H. Abel and The 
Corporation of the City of Hamilton for personal injuries they suffered in a motor 
vehicle accident that occurred on August 15, 1980 when their motor vehicle was 
struck by a City vehicle operated by Gene H. Abel. They claimed $134,000 plus 
interest and costs against the City and Mr. Abel. It is reeommended that their 
claims against the City and Mr. Abel be settled in the amount of $25,810 inclusive of 
interest and costs.

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Mr. Allan, a City employee in the Fire Department suffered injury to his back, thigh 
and buttock on February 5, 1982 when he was hit by a motor vehicle operated by 
Charles Slote, owned by Geleco Canada Ine. and leased by the Toronto, Hamilton and 
Buffalo Railway Company and/or Canadian Pacific Limited. A settlement has been 
negotiated with the insurers for the aforementioned and it is recommended that this 
claim be settled in the amount of $3,735.37 inclusive of interest and costs, said 
amount to be payable to the City. After deduction of the City’s expenses and costs 
and applicable interest, there will remain a surplus of $2,407.62 and it is 
recommended that in accordance with the authority granted under Section 8(4) of 
The Worker's Compensation Act, R.S.O. 1980, chapter 539, payment of the surplus 
be made to Mr. Allan. The Worker's Compensation Act provides that in event that 
Mr. Allan suffers a recurrence relating to this accident the above mentioned sum of

The Planning and Development Committee presents its THIRD Report for 1984 and

The Legislation Committee presents its FOURTH Report for 1984 and respectfully 
recommends:

That approval be given to a grant in the amount of $200.00 to be used to assist 
in defraying expenses incurred in staging the Kennedy Ontario Invitational - 
Seventh Annual Catholic Junior Boys' Basketball Tournament which was held at 
Mohawk College February 6 and 7, 1984. This tournament involved the 
participation of teams from Ottawa, Kingston, Brantford, St. Catharines, 
Welland, Fort Erie, Brampton, Toronto and Hamilton.

THEREFORE BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED that copies of this Resolution be 
forwarded to area M.P.P.'s and leaders of the Provincial Liberal Party, 
Provincial Conservative Party and Provincial New Democratic Party. 


That the Provincial Government be advised that the City of Hamilton wishes to 
proceed with its application for approval of Bill Pr41, being an Act Respecting the 
City of Hamilton. 


Explanatory Note - On July 26, 1983, City Council, in adopting Section 7 of the 15th 
Report of the Legislation Committee, approved draft legislation which provided for 
more accountability of the Hamilton Public Library Board to City Council, and 
authorized the City Solicitor to apply to the Province for the enactment of private 
legislation. 


Since that time, application was made to the Province of Ontario and the Legal 
Branch of the Ministry of Culture and Recreation advised, in October 1983, that it 
would be objecting to the City’s Private Bill for a variety of reasons which were set 
out in its letter to the Ministry of the Attorney General. 
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These reasons were received by the Legislation Committee on November 30, 1983, 

without comment. Subsequently, a copy of a letter from the Minister of Housing ¢ 
was sent to the Legislation Committee on December 28, 1983, in which the Minister 
suggested that the City withdraw its application until the current review of the 

Public Libraries Act was completed. 


On January 3, 1984, the Legislation Committee considered the Minister's suggestion 
and took no action. 


On February 1, 1984, the Clerk of the Legislative Assembly requested that City 
Council provide a new resolution authorizing the City Solicitor to continue the 
application and proceed with it at the 1984 Legislature. 


The above item is the proposed new resolution requested by the Legislative 
Assembly. 


That the placement of temporary mobile signs on the City Hall Forecourt be 
discontinued. 


At its meeting held November 29/30, 1983, City Council, on the recommendation of 
the Legislation Committee, approved the appointment of a Special Task Force on 
Nuisance Animals, to investigate ways and means of reducing the potential threat of 
contact with rabid animals and recommend the implementation of a programme for 
the removal of all nuisance animals, particularly skunks and foxes, which create a 
health hazard as they are carriers of rabies. 


The Legislation Committee respectfully recommends that the following 
recommendations of the Task Force be adopted:- 


(a) An effort should be made to reduce habitat on public and private properties 
where large populations of skunks are known to congregate. This selected 
management of habitat should be accompanied by an educational campaign of 
property owners, particularly those living in areas where skunks are a problem, 
to assist in the programme by eliminating debris in private yards and by 
eliminating possible places where these animals might seek refuge. 


(b) Some trapping of wildlife should be permitted on publie property in the region, 
providing that the necessary funding can be arranged to cover the costs 
associated with such a programme. In this regard, it is reeommended that the 
City Solicitor be authorized and directed to prepare a by-law to authorize the 
execution of an Agreement with the District Trappers' Council, to offer a 
Nuisance Animal Removal Service to City residents. 


(ec) The threat to public health from rabies is much greater through contact with 
domestie animals, which may have been in contact with an infected wild 
animal, than it is through direct contact with a wild animal. For that reason 
it is recommended that - 


(i) The City Solicitor be authorized and directed to prepare a Cat Control 
By-law pursuant to Section 210(1) to (6) of the Municipal Act, making 
vaccination and confinement of cats mandatory, and further that By-law 
76-272 to Authorize Licensing and Registering of Dogs, be amended to e 
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include that mandatory rabies vaccination be a requirement before a 
ay valid dog licence could be issued.

The Transport and Environment Committee presents its FOURTH Report for 1984 and 
respectfully recommends:

That the City be authorized to offer to the Regional Municipality of Hamilton- 

Wentworth, a permanent easement over its lands for a railway siding, extending 
from the C.N.R. Mainline at Red Hill Creek, northerly and parallel to Red Hill 

Creek, to the northerly limits of the said lands. 


The easement will have a width of 15m (49 feet, more or less) throughout its lineal 
measurement of approximately 473m (1 481 feet) and contain an area of 
approximately 7 095m“ (76 342 sq.ft.) (1.75 acres). 


The purchase price of the easement shall be based on a factor of $20 000 per acre as 
eonfirmed by survey. 


NOTE: It is to be understood that an agreement with the Region arising out of 
aeceptance of this recommendation will include the following conditions: 


(a) The siding installation may be subject to the Hamilton Conservation 
Authority approval, pursuant to Ontario Regulation 16580, upon 
finalization of the Plan. 


(b) Siding crossings are to be provided for vehicular traffic to the satisfaction 
of the Director of Public Works. 


(ec) The City shall retain a right of use of the siding from time to time for 
bulk delivery of materials to its yards. 


(d) The siding is to provide ingress and egress only in respect of the Regional 
sewage treatment yards and railway cars are not to be parked within the 
City boundaries. 


(e) If signals are required along this spur line at anytime in the future, the 
costs, both capital and maintenance, as a result of any signal installation 
are to be borne solely by the Region.

Parks' Expenditures Policies 


BACK GROUND 


Hamilton is fortunate to have the Niagara Escarpment, the Red Hill 
Valley and the Cootes Paradise Area as a basic framework for 
parkland. Other important parks such as Gage Park and Confederation 
Park complement the framework. Prior to the 1950's the city did not 
systematically plan for or provide parks in the neighbourhoods. 

This left large residential sections without accessible parkland. 

In the 1950's, Hamilton embarked on a bold program of buying land at 
the centre of many of the undeveloped neighbourhoods on the 
mountain. Today, we are still bearing the fruits of this farsighted 
move. Residential developers do not have to dedicate parkland in 
most cases, but instead pay cash in lieu to the City. The money 
goes into the '5% park fund’ and is currently used for expenditures 
on parkland acquisition. The money can however, according to the 
Planning Act, be spent on development or maintenance of parkland. 


The situation in the 1960's was: 


- the post war development usually had adequate land for park 
development, 


- the newly developing neighbourhoods had adequate land for park 
development, 


~ the older parts of the City had a shortfall of parkland by 
current standards. 


In the early 1970's, a program of planning developed neighbourhoods 
was begun starting with the older neighbourhoods first. In many of 
the plans it was established that buildings should be torn down and 
a park established. It was here that the '5% park fund' came into 
play. In the mid 1970's accounts were set up to acquire land mostly 
in the lower city. Originally accounts were set up for Durand, 
Corktown, Beasley, Central, Stinson, Landsdale, and Gibson, all 
inner city areas. Two mountain neighbourhoods, Quinndale and 
Rushdale, were also included. As neighbourhood plans were 
completed, further accounts were set up for Keith, McAnulty, Crown 
Point East, Crown Point West and Homeside. The accounts are known 
as ‘Priority One' accounts, meaning that these areas have the 
greatest need for parkland acquisition. Approximately $4 million 
has been used to acquire about 100 out of the approximately 150 
properties. Properties have been bought almost exclusively on a 
willing seller willing buyer basis. No more priority accounts are 
felt to be needed in the near future. 
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The following table shows a summary of the ‘Priority One' parks on 
August 31, 1983.

The float was $366,988.55 (including commitments for OHC lands in 
various neighbourhoods of $130,828 and the proposed Bruleville Park 
of $90,000). Any 5% parks fund money is paid into the 'float'. The 
float money is used to top up each of the Priority 1 accounts. 


Funds continue to flow into the account at about $200,000 - $300,000 
a year, a slower pace than in the past. Money from 5% cash in lieu 
is likely to be reduced further by measures in the new Planning Act 
(which takes effect August 1, 1983) because of the new basis for 
appraisal. It is expected that cash in lieu payments and interest 
will be in the order of $200,000 for 1984 and subsequent years. 
Other income is derived from sale of park land which is surplus and 
leases of parkland not currently needed. Expenditures are also made 
on land which could be lost for parkland for all time unless it is 
purchased. Such cases include land at Greenhill Avenue/Albright 
Avenue which the Board of Education wished to sell. There is no way 
of knowing precisely when land which is considered to be a priority 
for parkland will come on the market. 


Until 1981, an annual review of the parks' accounts was presented to 
the Parks and Recreation Committee. A generous cushion was built in 
to absorb surprise purchases. This system worked relatively well, 
but recently purchases in Vincent (Greenhil] Avenue) and Bruleville 
(Bobolink Road) and quicker than expected purchases in Crown Point

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West and Homeside (total approximately $850,000 since the beginning 
of 1982) have placed a heavy burden on the account. However, 
acquisition has slowed considerably in recent months although 
expenditures are anticipated in the short term future in Homeside 
(to complete purchases needed for development) and Bruleville (a 
woodlot not in city ownership). 


Aside from the acquisition of smaller parks, there is the issue of 
purchase of larger parks such as Hamilton Beach, Albion Falls and 
the Lax Harbour land. It is impossible for the 5% park fund to 
stretch to these purchases and in any case the parks have a region 
wide significance. 


The Region of Hamilton-Wentworth and the Hamilton Region 
Conservation Authority are purchasing the Beach properties for park 
purposes, but at a slower rate than previously. The Albion Falls 
land includes a 31 acre area for which no funds are available for 
purchase. The Parks and Recreation Committee tabled a 
recommendation from the Planning Department to sell an area of 
parkland for residential purposes to finance part of the 
acquisition. Concern was expressed that the new owners of the land 
might object to the proposed Red Hill Valley Expressway. The City 
is currently considering purchasing the Lax lands and the 
Conservation Authority has agreed to assist the City in securing 
funding for the acquisition. If the City buys all or part of the 
lands, it must look to alternative source of funds. Discounting 
help from other public or private sources, the City could look at 
two alternatives. The first is to raise taxes. The second is to 
review parkland which might be surplus to the City's requirement. 
Any surplus land could be sold off to provide funds for purchase. 


Parks' development for the inner city areas is mostly provided by 
federal and provincial government programs such as the Neighbourhood 
Improvement Program. For example, such funds were used to develop 
Landsdale for an estimated $300,000 and Gibson an estimated $315,000 
following acquisition through the 5% parks' fund. 


Parks' development outside the Priority One areas rely predominantly 
on taxes as the source of income. There is a large backlog of parks 
needing either new development and additional development (see 
Appendix 1). 


In a change from the past neighbourhood improvement funds (various 
programs funded partially by the federal and provincial governments) 
are to be used in McQuesten and Normanhurst which have substantial 
developed parks, but which require improvement. Neighbourhood 
improvement funding used to involve a 75% grant, but now only 
attracts a 50% grant. 


Recently, economic restraint has brought a focus on the cost of 
maintenance and development. Techniques for limiting maintenance 
expenditures to less than inflation can be accommodated for the 
existing inventory of parks. However, where the parks' inventory is 
being increased this becomes considerably more difficult. 
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In summary, there is concern that expenditures on development and 
maintenance of parks are not fully integrated with planning and 
acquisition of parks. The following policies are designed to 
provide a more efficient and effective system of expenditure on 
parks. 


PLANNING FOR PARKS 


Policies 


1. That a staff committee be responsible for co-ordinating parks’ 
expenditures. The committee would include members from the 
Planning and Development Department, the Department of Culture 
and Recreation, the Park's Division, the Real Estate 
Department, the Community Development Department and the 
Treasury Department. Staff members from other departments 
would be invited as the need arose. For example, the Community 
Development Department is involved with the acquisition and 
development of a number of lower city parks. The committee 
would review all parks' matters, including proposed 
neighbourhood plans, proposed neighbourhood improvement areas, 
acquisition and sale of parkland, proposed parks' developments 
and proposed parks' layouts. An annual report should be 
prepared to monitor the situation and make recommendations. 

The committee would meet as the need arises for ongoing matters. 


- Parks matters cut across the mandate of a number of 
departments. Liaison is essential for a consistent and 
common sense approach 


2. That parkland be designated in plans, bearing in mind the 
financial constraints of parks' acquisition, development and 
maintenance. 


= This will help to ensure the practicality of planning 
proposals. 


3. That a Master Plan for Culture and Recreation be expedited. 
- A Master Plan commenced in August and is intended to lead 


to a more efficient parks’ and recreational development 
system. 


PARKS' ACQUISITION 


Policies 


1. That acquisition continue in the Priority One parks as follows: 
42) by using money paid into the 5% parks' fund. 


Note: Although $300,000 is included in the budget each 
year, the actual figure is determined by the income from 
property development or sale and lease of park land. 
Consequently, no money comes from the general levy or 
debentures and therefore the mill rate is not affected; 
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by holding the purchase of further property in Corktown 
park until a review of the proposed neighbourhood plan 
amendments; 


on a willing seller - willing buyer basis wherever 
possible but in accordance with city policies on 
reviewing the need for expropriation; 


by holding off all initiating letters to owners in 
Priority One Parks until a review in a year's time. 


The reasons for continuing the acquisition programme are as 
follows: 


a) 


The process of acquisition using 5% park funds has been 
going on for several years. Even though there is strain 
on parks' budgets, it is felt that the gain in halting 
acquisition does not outweigh proceeding with 
acquisition, at least in the majority of parks. In most 
cases Priority One properties are needed for satisfactory 
park development. Any possible savings in the Homeside 
Park have been abrogated by the Parks and Recreation 
Committee's decision to proceed with expropriation of 12 
properties. Some saving could be made if the remaining 
properties in Corktown park were not purchased. These 
properties would increase the size of the park, but would 
be only marginally beneficial to the park in relation to 
the costs of purchase. 


However, there would seem to be enough funds flowing 
through the 5% parks' fund to continue acquisition. It 
is likely that only between five and ten of the remaining 
houses in the Priority One areas outside Homeside would 
be acquired this year out of a total of about fifty. The 
numbers of properties acquired are likely to be less in 
the subsequent years. Expenditure on property now would 
not necessarily be more expensive than buying property 
later. Although increased interest would accumulate if 
purchase were deferred, this may be offset by increase in 
house prices due to inflation. The loss of taxes to the 
City only occurs if the property purchased for a park is 
demolished. This would only take place where a property 
was in poor condition. In any case demolished houses are 
theoretically replaced by new housing which would have 
higher taxes. Deferring purchase would also mean that a 
sale would be missed and it may be many years before the 
house comes on the market again. This may result in 
expropriation if the house is needed for park development. 


It would seem to be more difficult for an owner to sell 
in the private market where the City's policy 
necessitates the demolition of housing sometime in the 
future. There is therefore some moral obligation on the 
City to buy houses that are designated for parks. 
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The state of the 5% parks' fund (see table) and possible 
future effects is as follows: 


0 


about $5,000,000 has been appropriated (i.e. paid 
into priority 1 accounts) from the 5% parks' fund. 
Of this about $750,000 (see table on page 2 - total 
in second to last column) remains unspent in 
individual priority 1 accounts. This money can be 
moved around to where the need is greatest. 


about $950,000 (see table on page 2 - total in last 
column) is needed to be appropriated to complete 
the acquisition of the 50 properties yet to be 
purchased. 


about $350,000 was in the float in August 1983. 
Cash in lieu of parks dedication is paid into the 
float. 


About $60,000 could be saved if Corktown 
acquisitions do not proceed. 


If Corktown acquisitions do not proceed, only about 
$540,000 more will be needed to complete Priority 1 
acquisitions. Mathematically this is: 
$950,000 appropriation deficit 
- $350,000 float 
$600 ,000 balance 
- $ 60,000 delete Corktown acquisitions 


$540,000 additional amount needed to 
complete Priority 1 acquisitions. 


Assuming $200,000 is paid into the 5% parks fund 
each year, there would be enough money available to 
purchase all Priority 1 land in 5% parks fund by 
the middle of 1986. Mathematically, this is:

Paid into 5% parks fund 1984 $200 ,000 
Paid into 5% parks fund 1985 $200 ,000 
Paid into 5% parks'fund first 
half of 1986 $ 90,000

It should be noted however that any unexpected 
expenditures or sale of parklands will affect the 
picture. Purchase of the woodlot in Bruleville for 
about $150,000 (subject of a recent report) would 
delay timing by about 9 months. If the woodlot 
were purchased, it would be spring 1987 when the 5% 
parks fund had enough money to acquire all Priority 
1 property. 


o If 20 properties are purchased by the end of 1984 
(Homeside 12, plus 8 in other parks) at a cost of 
$750,000 ($500,000 in Homeside and $250,000 in 
other areas), there would be $600,000 in the float 
and individual accounts combined. Mathematically 
this is: 


$350,000 float 
$750,000 in individual reserves 


$250,000 expected income for the 5% parks

If the Bruleville woodlot is purchased for 
$150,000, this would leave $450,000 in the 5% parks 
fund at the end of 1984. 


That no more Priority One Parks be established at the present 
time. 


= Money in the future can be used for other lands, which 
are designated for parks, for development of parks, or 
maintenance of parks. 


That an inventory of lands designated for parks, which are not 
on the Priority One list and which are not in City ownership, 
be made and be reviewed by staff. 


~ The survey will identify the areas planned for parks for 
which no money has been allocated. Priorities for 
acquisition can be established and areas which are no 
longer needed for parks can be identified. Priorities 
can also be established between acquisition, development 
and maintenance. 


That a review of City-owned parkland determine whether any land 
is surplus to requirement and if so, that the sale of the land 
be expedited. 
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- The sale of City lands bought for parks, but no longer 
needed for parks, will release capital for other parks’ 
expenditures. 


That sales of City-owned land designated for parks be paid into 
the 5% parks’ fund. 


- Past expenditures on parks should be channelled back into 
parks when parkland is no longer needed. 


That 5% funds, estimated to be between $200,000 and $300,000 
per year, be used for acquisition for the present. 


- The fund can later be used for development and 
eventually, perhaps, maintenance. 


That joint use of school land for parks be encouraged wherever 
possible. 


- This will reduce the amount of parkland needed and, 
therefore, reduce costs. 


That the '5% parks' fund' be used for parks of a smaller size 
and that expenditures on parks of a regional significance, e.g. 
Lax, the Beach and Albion Falls, be funded from other sources, 
preferably a Regional agency. 


- The '5% parks' fund' cannot be stretched to cater for 
parks of Regional significance and it iS appropriate that 
a Regional Authority be responsible for acquisition for 
such parks. 


Wherever possible, properties that are acquired, but not yet 
needed for park purposes, should be used to their maximum 
potential. Houses should be rented out unless the condition of 
the property does not merit fixing, in which case the property 
should be demolished. Industrial sites should be leased on a 
short-term basis. 


- This is good business management, prevents the area from 
deteriorating and provides affordable housing and 
business space. 


That all money generated from sales of parkland property as 
well as revenue derived from the leasing of vacant parkland 
property be paid into the '5% parks' fund’. 


- Money generated by parkland should return to the park 
system. This will encourage sale of marginally useful 
parkland, the use of temporarily unneeded parkland and a 
park system less reliant on general taxes. 
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PARKS DEVELOPMENT 


Policies 


That priority for development of parks inside and outside 
redevelopment areas be dealt with by the Capital Budget 
Committee and that the large backlog of parks awaiting 
development be highlighted in the Letter of Transmittal from 
the Parks' Division. 


~ Priority for development of parks can be established 
through the budget process and the lack of funds for 
development of parks outside redevelopment areas can be 
highlighted. 


That each time a park is recommended for development, a 
statement of maintenance costs is included and the additional 
costs are recommended for inclusion in the budget. 


~ This policy will ensure that the full implications of 
parks' development are known when decisions are made and 
that the appropriate amendments are made to the budget. 


That where development of parks is appropriate in the future, 
the full use of federal and provincial dollars be closely 
studied. 


- This will enable needed parks to be developed at reduced 
costs to the city. 


That phasing the development of parks should be avoided where 
feasible. 


- To complete the development of a park at one time is 
cheaper than phasing. 


That vacant untreated parks be seeded and maintained where 
possible. 


- Vacant sites to be used for parks in the future can 
become an eyesore and degrade a neighbourhood. Seeding, 
which is not costly and improves appearance, provides an 
area which can be used. The maintenance costs may be 
little more than continually clearing junk from the 
site. Complaints from neighbours are less likely. 


That where developers are dedicating parkland, the area should 
be graded, topsoiled and seeded as a condition of draft 
subdivision approval. 


~ This will reduce the cost of park development. 
That Homeside 0.N.I.P. area proceed as planned with 


expenditures of $0.33 million in 1983, 1984 and 1985, including 
parks’ development. 


EET One 


- The reasons for continuing the Homeside park are as 
follows: 


a) There is a need for parkland in the Neighbourhood. The 
population of Homeside is over 6,000 and there is no 
park. Official Plan standards call for 15 acres of 
park. The proposed park is about two acres; 


b) The Council adopted the Neighbourhood Plan in 1981 
designating the proposed park in Homeside. The Homeside 
park was then put into the Priority One Acquisition 
Programme. Twelve out of twenty-five properties have 
been acquired and three have been demolished. A 
Redevelopment Plan has been adopted by Council and has 
received Ministry approval. Money has been allocated by 
the Province and the City for Homeside in 1983, 1984 and 
1985. O.N.I.P. meetings confirmed that the creation of a 
park is a priority for Homeside residents. To stall now 
would be uneconomical. Monies from the Province will not 
be received unless the allocations are spent by the City 
in the designated years; and, 


c) The development cost of the Homeside park will be 
subsidized 50% by the Province. Consequently, the City 
is getting good value for dollars spent. To postpone the 
development beyond 1985 may mean that Provincial money 
would not be available and the City will have to assume 
100% of the cost to develop the park. 


That McQuesten 0.N.I.P. area proceed as planned with 
expenditures of $0.15 million in 1984, 1985 and 1986. If 
parks' development is found to be appropriate, this will be on 
City-owned land or other publicly-owned land. 


- The reasons for allowing parks' development to proceed in 
McQuesten 0.N.I.P. area are as follows: 


a) Money has already been allocated by the City and 
the Province for McQuesten 0.N.I.P. area; 


b) Any parks' development would be financed 50% by the 
Province and consequently represents good value for 
City dollars; and, 


c) Park acquisition costs would not be necessary. 
There would only be a limited effect on parks since 
upgrading of parks would be involved rather than 
complete development. 


That Normanhurst 0.N.I.P. area’ proceed as planned with 
expenditures of $0.15 million in 1984, 1985, and 1986. If 
parks' development is found to be appropriate, this will be on 
City-owned land or other publicly owned land. 


The reasons for allowing parks' development to proceed in 
Normanhurst O.N.I.P. area are as follows: 


sates) 
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a) Money has already been allocated by the City and the 
Province for Normanhurst 0O.N.I.P. area; 


b) Any parks' development would be financed 50% by the 
Province and consequently represents good value for City 
dollars; and, 


G) Parks' acquisition costs would not be necessary. There 
would only be a limited effect on parks since upgrading 
of parks would be involved rather than complete 
development. 


That in the future money be provided from the 5% parks' fund 
for the development of parks to supplement any Federal, 
Provincial or local funds. 


- Once acquisition priorities are overcome the fund can be 
used for development of parks. Allocation of funds will 
depend on need for acquisition and maintenance. 


PARKS' MAINTENANCE 


Policies 


is 


That any increase in parks’ maintenance costs, due to newly 
developed parks, be dealt with by the Budget Committee and that 
the "Letter of Transmittal" for the parks’ budget explain the 
difficulty of limiting park maintenance increases to 6% when 
the parks' inventory is being increased. 


= The key issue of additional parks, creating maintenance 
costs over and above increases in expenditure due to 
inflation, should be highlighted in the budget process. 


That full use be made of financial resources other than City 
funds - e.g. federal and provincial employment programmes, 
community organizations, school boards, etc. 


- This could reduce overall maintenance costs 
significantly. There is likely to be considerable money 
available through “make work" programmes initiated by 
federal and provincial governments. 


That parks be designed to minimize maintenance costs as long as 
the function of the park is not jeopardized. 


- There are many issues affecting the design of a park. 


Greater emphasis on layout and materials, which save on 
park maintenance, will reduce costs. 
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That efforts be made to delegate maintenance to citizens and 
community organizations where feasible. 


~ This could reduce overall maintenance costs. Such an 
agreement would be suitable for smaller parks and may 
take the form of repayment for some city Services - e.g., 
use of a park pavilion. 


That, once acquisition and development priorities have been 
substantially met, money be provided from interest accruing on 
capital in the 5% parks' fund to minimize the effect on 
increase in maintenance costs through increase in park 
development. 


- The '5% parks' fund’ can be used for maintenance of 


parks. Allocation of the funds will depend on the need 
for acquisitions and development.

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REPORT OF THE FINANCE COMMITTEE 


To the Council of the Corporation of the City of Hamilton. 


Members of Council: 


The Finance Committee presents its FIFTH Report for 1984 and respectfully recommends: 


i 


That the Council of the Regional Municipality of Hamilton-Wentworth be requested to give 
consideration to dividing its present grant to the Art Gallery of Hamilton into two separate 
grants; one for municipal taxes and one for operating expenses, effective 1985. 


NOTE: For the information of the Members of City Council, the Art Gallery has requested an 
exemption from municipal taxes which in 1983 amounted to $210 337.34. The Region presently 
provides an annual grant to the Art Gallery which includes a provision for municipal taxes. 
The Finance Committee does not feel it appropriate to exempt the Art Gallery from taxation 
which would result in a reduced request for assistance by the Art Gallery to the Region and a net 
loss in revenue to the City of Hamilton.

Following the submission of Stage II, the 
Ryekmans Neighbourhood Plan will proceed to full approval following the usual 
neighbourhood planning procedure for undeveloped neighbourhoods, including public 
participation and review by various government agencies and departments.

The Special Committee to Adminster The Hamilton-Scourge Project presents its 
SECOND Report for 1984 and respectfully recommends: 


1. That the application for financial assistance towards a Feasibility 
Study be withdrawn in return for the written assurance of National 
Museums of Canada to support an application for 75% of the costs of 
a Conservation Scientist, and the contribution of the Ministry of 
Citizenship and Culture towards the cost of a full-time Archaeologist 


For the Information of Members of City Council 


Representatives of NationalMuseums of Canada, Parks Canada, and the 
Ministry of Citizenship and Culture have indicated that it would be premature 
to enter upon a full-scale Feasibility Study at this time. Instead, the 
Ministry of Citizenship and Culture believes that priority must be given to 
the hiring of a full-time Archaeologist, for which the Province would be 
willing to consider funding support. National Museums would then be willing 
to consider positively an application for a Conservation Scientist, which 
they would fund to a level of 75% of costs. The above is contingent upon 
the application for the Feasibility Study being withdrawn.

After deduction of the City's expenses and 
costs there will remain a surplus of $250.00 and in accordance with the 
authority granted under Section 8(4) of The Workers' Compensation Act, 
R.S.O. 1980, Chapter 539, it is reeommended that payment of the surplus be 
made to Mr. Anderson. The Workers' Compensation Act provides that in the 
event that Mr. Anderson suffers a recurrence relating to the above accident, 
the above mentioned sum of $250.00 remains as a credit to the City and will 
be deducted from the amount of any further compensation or other benefit to 
which Mr. Anderson may become entitled from the Workers' Compensation 
Board with respect to this accident. 


(b) By County Court writ issued September 15, 1983, legal action was commenced 
on behalf of the City and Mr. Mario Torres against Paul B. Bartlett and Simon 
DeGroot Meat Products Co. Limited for damages for personal injuries 
suffered in a motor vehicle accident on September 16, 1981 by Mr. Torres, an 
employee of the Parking Authority and for expenses incurred by the City and 
the Parking Authority. A settlement has been negotiated with the insurers 
for Paul B. Bartlett and Simon DeGroot Meat Products Co. Limited and it is 
recommended that this claim be settled in the amount of $4,550.00 inclusive 
of interest and costs, said amount to be payable to the City. After deduction 
of the expenses and costs of the City and the Parking Authority, there will 
remain a surplus of $3,870.00 and it is reeommended that in accordance with 
the authority granted under Section 8(4) of The Workers' Compensation Act, 
R.S.O. 1980, Chapter 539, payment of the surplus be made to Mr. Torres. 
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The Workers' Compensation Act rovides that in the event that Mr. Torres

THEREFORE BE IT RESOLVED, that the Corporation be not held responsible for 
the Workers Compensation claims for those presently engaged in such activities and 
that the Federal and Provincial Governments be responsible for such claims as an 
integral part of the plan of employment of such persons; 


AND BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that the action of this Council be submitted to 
the Association of Municipalities of Ontario and the Federation of Canadian 
Municipalities requesting their support in petitioning the Federal and Provincial 
Governments to assume these responsibilities. 


9. That the position of Automotive Parts and Inventory Clerk be established and 
classified in Salary Schedule A-6 (40 hours per week) $418.72-$436.20-$459.48- 
$483.96-$502.20 per week and that the position be posted, advertised if necessary 

PY and filled.

To the Council of the Corporation of the City of Hamilton. 


Members of Council: 


The Transport and Environment Committee pr2sents its SIXTH Report for 1984 and 
respectfully recommends:

That the Mayor and City Clerk be authorized to execute an Amendment to a 
Garbage Collection Agreement between The Corporation of the City of Hamilton 
and St. Elizabeth Home Society (Hamilton, Ontario) for the collection of garbage at 
393 Rymal Road West. The Amendment extends the area in respect of which 
garbage is collected on the Applicant's land. The original Agreement will otherwise 
remain in effect, requiring the Applicant to indemnify and save the City harmless 
against any loss, and to maintain and file with the City Clerk an insurance policy to 
this effect, such policy to be in an amount satisfactory to the City Solicitor. The 
City's Garbage By-law No. 66-182 provides for such collection. 


Supply and delivery of approximately 40 Tonnes Hydrotech Sealz #6160 in 
accordance with specifications issued by the Director of Purchasing

Funds have been provided for in the estimates for this purpose. 


That the City Treasurer be authorized to make application to Environment Canada 
under the Environment 2000 Program for approval of a Skunk Environment Project in 
the amount of $126 550. 


NOTE: The City of Hamilton has in the past had several epidemics of rabies due 
to skunk populations and is again slated for a significant outbreak in 1984, 


It is impossible to control population numbers or in fact rabies (skunks are 
the second highest carrier of rabies) without habitat management. 


This project is designed to conduct the habit manipulations, not totally to 
improve it for other wildlife species, but to remove the source of food, 
cover a large segment of the skunk population. 


The Environment 2000 Program is an employment incentive-type program 
to extend and accelerate activities which will contribute to the 
conservation, preservation and restoration of the natural environment. 


Maximum funding or total program contributions towards a project will 
not exceedd $350 per week per person and $150 per work week for other 
eosts (subject to final approval of funding or approximately $126 900). 


The Province of Ontario, through the Ministry of Natural Resources,

To the Council of the Corporation of the City of Hamilton. 


Members of Council: 


The Parks and Recreation Committee presents its SIXTH Report for 1984, and 
respectfully recommends: 


1. (A) (i) That a fourteen member Board be appointed to administer the affairs of 
Hamilton Place, the Convention Centre and the Trade Centre/Arena. 


(ii) That the Board to be comprised of the Mayor, four (4) aldermen and 
nine (9) citizen members. 


(iii) That the Mayor and four aldermen be appointed for a period to coincide 
with their term of office. 


(iv) That the initial appointment of the citizen members to be as follows: 


(a) For a three year term, there will be one member from the present 
Board of Hamilton Place, one member from the present Board of 
o the Convention Centre and one other citizen member. 


(b) For a two year term, there will be one member from the present 
Board of Hamilton Place, one member from the present Board of 
the Convention Centre and one other citizen member. 


(ec) For a one year term, there will be three citizen members 
appointed. 


(d) After the initial appointment, there will be three citizen 
appointments or re-appointments annually on a three year rotating 
basis. 


Note - The Committee is of the opinion there would be merit in having 
representation from the Parks and Recreation Committee and the 
Finance Committee on this Board. 


(B) That until such time as the necessary legislation has been received establishing 
legislated powers for the new Board:- 


(i) The Hamilton Place and Convention Centre Boards shall continue their 
present responsibilities. 


(ii) The new Board shall act on an interim basis reporting to City Council 


through the Finance Committee for the management of the Trade 
Centre/Arena and in a co-ordinating capacity with the other two Boards.

That the City Solicitor be requested to prepare the necessary Provincial 
Legislation in draft form, for consideration by the Interim Board and

(i) To establish a new Corporation or amend an existing Corporation Charter 
for the management of Hamilton Place, the Convention Centre and the 
Trade Centre/Arena, and for the appointment of a fourteen member 
Board. 


(ii) To provide for a wind up of such legal corporations as may be necessary. 
(iii) The effective date for (a) and (b) will be determined in the legislation. 
(iv) To retain the benefits of the various foundations for charitable purposes. 


That the Interim Board take the necessary steps to retain and possibly expand 
to the other two facilities the Hamilton Performing Acts Corporation sales tax 
exemption for certain productions. 


In accordance with the report of Mr. W. H. McFarland, Consultant, dated 
March 7, 1984, and as recommended by the Advisory Group, the City will 
provide purchasing, legal, personnel and financial services for the year 1984, 
and consideration will be given to the continuance of the purchase of all or 
part of these services from the City by the new Corporation.

The Finance Committee presents its SEVENTH Report for 1984, and respectfully 


recommends:

(a) That a $1,000.00 One-time Grant be made to the McMaster Sports Track Club, 
to assist this organization in defraying costs associated with its operating 
expenses.

The Planning and Development Committee presents its SEVENTH Report for 1984 
and respectfully recommends: 


1. That the Mayor and City Clerk be authorized to execute, on behalf of The 
Corporation of The City of Hamilton, an agreement dated April 3, 1984 between the 
City of Hamilton, Lakeview Development Ltd. and Citibank Canada amending 
Development Agreement dated November 19, 1981 and Ground Lease dated May 3, 
1983, with Lakeview Development Ltd. with respect to the Hamilton Sheraton Hotel 
Project attached hereto as APPENDIX "A", 


2. (a) That, in respect of the Downtown Hamilton Action Plan, du Toit Associates 
Ltd., dated 1983 January and, the financial requirements for completion of the 
implementation of the "Conceptual Streetscape Masterplan - Gore Park Area", 
an amount of seven hundred fifteen thousand dollars ($715,000) be provided in 
the 1984 Capital Budget, for implementation in 1984 - including design and 
construction supervision - of: 


(i) King Street (south "leg"), between Hughson and James Street; 
(ii) The "Gore Extension", on the south side of King Street, between 


Catharine and John Street (adjacent to the Royal Connaught Hotel);

(iii) The "Streetscape Development", James to Mary Street, on both sides of 
King Street (e.g., trees, benches, waste receptacles, bicycle stands,

Explanatory Note - For the information of the Members of City Council, the present 
Agreement with the firm of Moorhead Fleming Corban McCarthy - in addition to 
providing for the detailed design, tendering and construction supervision of the new 
Gore Park, proper - provides for review, and conceptual recommendations respecting 
the "Gore Extension" and the entire Streetscape Development, from James Street to 
Mary Street. Having now developed acceptable design concepts, it is appropriate to 
contract further, with the consultants, in order that these may be appropriately 
designed in detail, tendered and the supervision of the construction of same be 
adequately carried out. 


This recommendation to further retain the firm of Moorhead Flemint Corban 
McCarthy, Landscape Architects, is further to, and in refinement of Sections 1., the 
TWENTY-SIXTH Reports for 1983 of The Parks and Recreation, and Planning and 
Development Committees, adopted by City Council at its meetings held 1983 
November 29 and 1983 December 16, respectively. 


For the further information of the Members of City Council, pursuant to the 
provisions of the Commercial Area Improvement Programme (C.A.I.P.) the Province 
of Ontario may finance fifty percent (50%) of the cost of the project, to a maximum

hereinafter collectively called the "Development Agreement") which pro- 
vided, inter alia, for the construction of a hotel (the "Hotel”) on the 
lands designated as Part 3 of the schedule annexed hereto and marked °A", 
the Development Agreement being registered in the Registry Office at 
Bamilton as Instrument No. 3 


B. The City and Lakeview have entered into a lease agreement made 
as of May 3, 1983 and registered in the Registry Office at Hamilton as 
Instrument No. 271066 C.D., amended by way of an amending agreement dated 
July 29, 1983, which amending agreement was registered in the Registry 
Office at Hamilton as Instrument No. (such agreement of lease, as 
amended, being hereinafter called the "Ground Lease") pursuant to which 
the City, as lessor, leased the lands described in the schedule annexed 
hereto and marked "A® (the "Demised Premises"), to Lakeview, as tenant, 
and pursuant to which Lakeview, as sub=-lessor, is obliged, by Section 
22.14 of the Ground Lease, to execute a sublease of the parking area 
shown on the schedule annexed to the Ground Lease and marked "C", to the 
City, as lessee, at such time as an appropriate reference plan is pre=- 
pared properly identifying the parking area; 


Ge Lakeview and the Bank have entered into an agreement (the “Loan 
Agreement") made as of the lst day of November, 1983, which provides, 
inter alia, for the Bank to make certain loans available to Lakeview in 
order to finance construction of the Hotel and in order to provide perma=- 
nent financing for the Project (as that term is defined in the Loan 
‘Agreement) ;

Lakeview represents and warrants to the City that the terms, 
covenants and conditions of this Agreement do not and will not require 
the City, as lessor, to subordinate any of its fee simple estate of the 
lands described in the Schedule "A" annexed hereto to the interests of 
the Bank as mortgagee of the said lands under the provisions of the Loan 
Agreement and the Security Documents. The City acknowledges that, 
provided the Bank and the City enter into a Non-Disturbance Agreement 
with respect thereto in form acceptable to the City, its leasehold 
interest in the said lands as sub-lessee of the parking area of the 
Hotel, as more specifically set out in this Agreement, will be sub- 
ordinated to the interest of the Bank as mortgagee of Lakeview's lease=- 
hold interest in the lands.

(c) covenant with the City to perform all the obligations of 
Lakeview under the Ground Lease; and 


(d) cure any default by Lakeview thereunder. 


Lakeview acknowledges that, notwithstanding the Assignment to 
the Bank of its rights, benefits and title in and to the Development 
Agreement, the obligations of Lakeview, to the City, including those 
contained in Section 5.04 of the Development Agreement, shall remain in 
full force and effect. 


2.02 Assignment of Performance Bond and Contract 


Notwithstanding the provisions of Article 3.06 1{i) of the 
Development Agreement and the provisions of the Loan Agreement between 
the Bank and Lakeview, it is hereby understood and agreed that Lakeview 
shall assign to both the Bank and the City Lakeview's right as obligee of 
the 100% performance of contract bond for the construction of the Hotel 
and the construction contract (the "Construction Contract”) with Pigott 
Construction Limited ("Pigott") for the construction of the Hotel, and 
the Bank and the City covenant and agree as follows: 


(a) if Pigott should default in performing any one of more of 
its obligations under the Construction Contract, or should 
make a general assignment for the benefit of its credi- 
tors, or institute proceedings to subject itself to the 
Winding-Up Act or be adjudicated a bankrupt or insolvent 
or shall consent to the institution of bankruptcy oF

appointed, or if a petition shall be filed, or if a judg- 
ment, decree or order shall be made by a court of compe- 
tent jurisdiction, adjudging it a bankrupt or insolvent or 
subject to the provisions of the Winding-Up Act or the 
Bankruptcy Act or determining that proceedings for reor- 
ganization, arrangement, adjustment, composition, liquida-

The City hereby acknowledges that, upon receipt by the City of a 
Non-Disturbance Agreement, in form and content of same attached hereto as 
Schedule "B", duly executed by the Bank, the sublease referred to in 
Section 22.14 of the Ground Lease and all of the rights of the City 
thereunder are, and at all times, shall be subject and subordinate to the 
Mortgage of the Ground Lease granted by Lakeview to the Bank, including 
all renewals and extensions thereof. Upon request of the Bank, provided 
the City is in receipt of said Non-Disturbance Agreement, the City shall, 
as sub-lessee, attorn to the Bank and any purchaser of the Bank's 
interest upon a foreclosure or sale of the Ground Lease or the Improve- 
ments.

"Attend at all City Council meetings and attend at Committee meetings upon 
request or as may be necessary or adviseable" 


and substituting in lieu thereof, ©
